Prompt to the hour, 1 found myself arrayed in a 
••claw-hammer” at nine o’clock this morning, sit­ 
ting in my room, wondering by what piece of in- 
(enoity I could get the Viceroy to talk to me npon 
inbjects of some concern to him and of Importance 
to the world. While I was yet deep in this In­ 
teresting meditation there was 
A KNOCK AT THE DOOR. 
Mr. Comonos had arrived. In ten minutes we are 
lying over the broad avenue leading to Abdin Pal- 
tce. This favorite residence of the Viceroy is in 
ibe heart of Cairo, and, while being a plain struc- 
mre without, it is superbly furnished within. It Is 
>nt one In twenty-five, and these gorgeous retreats 
»re maintained at an expense wnlch no European 
Power could or would stand. Tho Viceroy Is re- 
jiorted to be 
THE RICHEST MAN IN THE WORLD. 
9 e IS undoubtedly. Egypt la his capital. It Is Just 
(he same as if Egypt were deposited in the Bank of 
England and the Viceroy shonld draw checks 
Igainst Its market value. He has his persona* 
irealtb In the country also, and long before he 
same to the throne was the wealthiest power in 
While Said Pacha was overwhelming the 
Muntry with ruinous debts; while he was under­ 
taking enterprises be did not have energy or re- 
Murces to carry through, Ismail Pacha, his succes- 
lor, was accumulating an immense fortune, which 
sras hlB best claim to rule Egypt. He began his 
government saddled with debts, and yet during 
the last ten years, while many have been predicting 
a financial crisis, the Khedive has every year 
■tartcd fresh reforms, began new undertakings 
and accomplished wonderfnl results. I am not one 
of those that believe that Christmas Day will bring 
to him a whole Continent, or that in the Fast you 
can readily cultivate the Integrity of the West. It 
wlU be years yet before His Highness can ftise all 
the incongruous provinces Into a geographical em­ 
pire, or obtain from their asslmulatlon that nulty 
and prosperity ho so much desires. 
ABDIN PALACa. 
At ten minutes past nine our carriage halted 
liefore the door of Abdin Palace. A sqtwd of 
Egyptian soldiers dressed in white were “at rest” 
as we passed in, with our black dress snlts 
strangely ont of season and our faces streaming 
With perspiration. “Going to see Eliendlna” was 
the remark that greeted our stiff “Sunday-go-to- 
pieetln» ” attire. 1 tried to look as If I owned half 
the Orient and was Just abont to see His Highness 
to make a bargain for Egypt. Mr. Bunley was 
right when he dramatized his meeting with Dr. 
Livingstone so eflcctlvely and when he put him- 
Belt in an attitude of dignity. 
Nothing awes so 
tnuch in tho East as the mysteriously slient. We 
passed through several small inner courts and at 
last seated ourselves In one of the extremely outer 
Rnte-rooms of His Highness. It was a smsli apsrt- 
inent, not half as largo as the H x r a ld ’s counting 
room, with a crimson sstln divan, a carpet In large 
figured medallions, hauglngs and hangers on sad 
aome that ought to be hanged. 
Mr. ComoDOS showed me to a seat, and had hardly 
fifiated loaueir upoo the ojvan when ao asBtstant 


to Barro* Bey (ton ot OdUlon Barrot) entered, and 
we engaged In a friendly eonvereaUon. 
“Long voyage you have had. Monsieur T»» 
“Yes, long enough,” I repUed. 
“It has not been very agreeable 1” 
“On the contraiT It has bssn tho happiest of my 
life.” 
we stayed In the ante-room * quarter of an hour 
perhaps. Men were smoking, chatting, perhaps 
lobbying, and It reminded me very much of the 
lobbies of the House of Representatives, though 
thU Uttle room at Abdin was much quieter and 
homeUer. It told me the story of Egypt as I waited 
and thought. Borne may have bad claims. They 
may have been Intriguants; they may have been 
spies. Few see the Viceroy. A man with an In­ 
come of $80,000,000 a year, a fhmlly pumbeflní 
12,000,000 known, and a re^ n slb u ity toconstari- 
tinople, cannot see evenbody. In other letters I 
have compared the Viceroy to Napoleon HI. 
He makes some of the mistakes, perhaps, of that 
fallen despot; bat he does not confide In men who 
deceive him. The Viceroy knows every transaction 
of inconsiderable Importance which transpires 
In his dominions. 
He is consummate In his man­ 
agement of poUce, and lavish In his scattering of 
money, and both go together. I know, then, long 
before I met His Highness that I was to meet a 
man of no mean conversational skill, and of no 
petty acquirements in the art of government. 
^'Monsieur B'UvousfiUiU /” and 1 passed that way, 
preceded by Mr. Comonos. 
THE TICEROT WAS RKADT TO BEOXITS US. 
We then entered the body of the palace. The 
route to the Viceroy was now open. Our con­ 
ductor, who was a pleasant gentleman, of the 
Italian nationality I should Judge, invited us to 
repose ourselves In an ante-room of the Viceroy, 
Immediately below Hla Highness’ reception room. 
We remained there, perhaps, five minutes, and 
had a very pleasant chat, aU about Egypt, Ameri­ 
can travellers and the coming season. Presently 
an usher comes In and announces that the moment 
bascóme. We follow our aff&ble conductor. In 
the nave of the staircase we pass a tropical land­ 
scape, wrought la artificial flowers and this re­ 
minds me that after aU the principal topic of my 
interview will be agriculture, a subject so agree­ 
able to Mr. Greeley—up a semi circular staircase, 
flanked, surrounded. In fine shut in, by mirrors, 
and 1 stand again in a lofty vestibule leading to the 
Viceroy’s presence. 
THE ncBRoy. 
We move forward quickly and perceive, in a 
small room, famished In what our New York peo­ 
ple would understand as a genteel manner, and 
thrice the size of a small Fifth avenue reception 
room, 
A l it t l e, s h o r t, PLBASANT-LOOKING GENTLEMAN, 
larger but not taUer than General Grant, with 
mown whiskers, like scythed hay; a benevolent 
man, I am sure; a gentleman certainly. He ad­ 
vances to meet Hr. Comonos and myself. Mr. Com­ 
onos says;— 
“M r.------------ , correspondent of the N e w Yo rk 
H x r a ld, coming frwrn the Soudan I” 
“I am very pleased to see you.” 
(Je suts en- 
cTiante de votta voir). 
We moved towards the divan. The apartment 
was partially obscured and nearly all the shutters 
were closed. Mr. Comonos seated himself next to 
the Viceroy, and your correspondent next to him 
and within ten feet of the Khedive. His Highness 
was plainly dressed In grey pantaloons, dark walk­ 
ing coat and black tie—all without ostentation of 
any kind. 
WTBRVIEW. 
Co r r espo n d e n t—Tour Highness, 
after having 
travelled nearly five thousand miles In your do­ 
minions by river, desert and sea, I could not quit 
Egypt without paying to the man who has labored 
80 nobly lor her profiperlty and grandeur tho re­ 
spect which JonmaUam owes to grand enter, 
prizes.” The Viceroy smiled and Inclined. 
H is H ig h n e s s —I am pleased that yon have not 
lea Egypt wlthont coming to see me. Yon aeem 
to bo in good health, Monsieur. Yon have not suf­ 
fered from travelling In these warm climes, where 
you most have been U1 at ease. 
CoRHBSPONDXNT—Wen, I peroclve by the tele­ 
grams that there ware fifty sunstroke# a day in 
New York, and I escaped a cot<p de aoleU in Africa; 
so l do not complain much about tbe climate. 
ABOUT s ir SAMUEL BAKER. 
H i s H io h n e s s (abruptly)—What is the last news 
about Baker 7 
CORRESPONDENT—When I left the White Nile I 
heard that Sir Hamnel had reached the Lake 
Albert Nyanza, with a small force. The Intelligence 
is not certain. It was passed down the White Nile 
through all the tribes that the White Pacha (Baker) 
bad left Gondokoro, and had reached the Junction 
with the Lake Albert Nyanza. 
H is H ig h n e ss—I do not credit tho news. It 
seems to me impossible. 
C o r r e s p o n d e n t—Perhaps yon are right. I be- 
Ueve, however, that Baker has reached the lake. 
He had trouble about getting porters, made war 
and unwittingly planted his own pathway with ob­ 
stacles. Still he is a man of ready resource and 
quick intelligence, and will, I believe, surprise 
Your Highness in the end. 
His H ig h n e s s—Samuel Baker went to the White 
NUe to create, not to destroy commerce. Instead 
of Increasing our trade there he has nearly de­ 
stroyed It. Travelling is not safe along the line of 
the river; the tribes are In hostility to tho govern­ 
ment, and we find onr dominion under his war of 
conquest unsafer, unsounder, than if he had not 
gone there at aU. Formerly our empire extended 
to Gondokoro and beyond; now It is not Increased 
by any annexation by Samuel Baker. You ob­ 
served, perhaps, that the commerce was dead there? 
Co r r e spo n d e n t- Yes, Your Highness; the mcr- 
chauts complain, and there is scarcely any trade at 
all. 
H is H io h n e s s—When Samuel Baker went there 
with this large expedition he found the slave trade 
nearly dead. The snppresslon of that traffic iQjnrcd 
our interests very much, yet we hoped to save a 
remnant of the commerce with the natives. Now 
all Is dead. Peace Instead of war, cultivation In­ 
stead of conquest, amity Instea»! of violence must 
be my policy toward the peoples of Central Africa. 
I wish to civilize end develop those lands, but 1 
cannot do it if the blacks are aroused to a bitter op­ 
position. The nature of a negro is simple enough; 
but leave him alone. I regret what Sir Samuel 
Baker has done because It Implants in their rude, 
untaught minds that Egypt la their enemy. Baker’s 
position is doubtless crltlcaL 
COKBBSPONDiNT—Yes, whcu I left Khartoum, 
two months ago, the boats sent to bis succor had 
returned, with great mortality, and without being 
able to penetrate the obstructions in the Nile. 
They were freighted with corn (dnrah) and supplies 
for the men, but could not proceed beyond the 
Sobat lUver, near the Bahr cl Gazal. I was stay­ 
ing at Khartoum myself preparing an expedition 
for the N ew York H e r a l d to go throngh this 
“Sudd” and Join Sir Samuel Baker; but as it now 
appears the movement would have been a failure. 
Sir Samuel’s position Is very delicate. He Is cut 
off from BuppUcs, and a great natural power long In 
process of formation has grown up In his rear. 
H is H ig h n e ss—That is true. 
Hls position Is 
dangerous. What can he do r There is nothing to 
eat there; the men are dying of hanger and fever. 
(Teet malhereux. fa f 
COKRESPONDKNT-But thero are plenty of beeves. 
Your Highness. 
H is H ig h n e s»—Yes; hot, mon Dim/ what, would 
you believe that men can live upon such a preca­ 
rious snbeunce t There ho to, with 1,200 orl.soo 
men, situated as you describe. 
They must have 
breHl; they must eat and be sheltered. No; I repeat 
to you, Monsieur, that tbe expedition to a mistake. 
Believing that His Highness expressed views In 
the main correct and Just, your correspondent, 
however, does not and cannot concur with him In 
that this enterprise of Sir Samuel Baker to not a 
saluury undertaking. It moves In the face of 
the most extraordinary dlfflcnltlas, throngh war- 
Uke peoples, penetrating a dense swamp breeding 
malaria and death—all to acqnire territory, snp- 
pr«sa the slave trade and make a harvest of races 
that can be trained to agrlcultnral Industry. 
Hls Highness prooaeded—Yes; travel to unsafe 
there.

THE SOURCES OP THE NILE. 
CouiBsroNPiNT—Uvingstoao sad staaicj have 


opened the whole question sgaln. Tour Highness 
has read f 
H is H ig h n e ss—Yes, Monslenr; Mr. Stanley did 
nobly there; yet 1 do not exactly nnderstand 
where the sources of the NUe are. It seems they 
are not In either of tbe great Ukea, tbe Nyanzas. 
Corbbsponohnt—LtvlDsrstone goes nearly eight 
hundred miles farther south, in latitude, and 
seems to have struck the reservoir from which 
many river systems proceed, Including Your High­ 
ness’ Nile (for Hto Highness owns the NUe.) It 
wlU take years to settle the question. 
H is HiGiiNEss-Nearly every African traveller 
(laughing) has hli own private source of the Nile. 
Co r r espo n d e n t- 1 own no such property. 
The Viceroy laughed, and observed that your cor­ 
respondent was rational and modest. 
Ui^ UiuBNKfis—How far did yon proceed. Mon­ 
sieur f 
Co r r espo n d en t- To the twelfth degree of north 
latitude, near where is found this great barricade 
of herbage, vegetation and tropical seeds which 
may become tho ruin 01 the Soudan. 
H is H ig h n e ss- Yes; Sir Samuel Baker wrote me 
about these obstmcttnns and told me that I should 
remove them. 1 have sent four or five engineers— 
I forget the number—to survey and report upon 
them. I do not know If It will be wise to de­ 
stroy them. Qui aaU. Suppose these aoo miles 
or vegetation are suddenly removed from the Nile? 
Jfon Dieut we may be Inundated here, it most be 
with great caution that I undertake to alter the 
flow of tbe NUe. It Is tbe blood of Egypt, and to 
trifle with the coursing of Its waters to to experi­ 
ment upon the life of my country. Yon know how 
the world has been crying out 
“ cut t h e cataracts.” 
Yet the engineers who have surveyed them and 
reported upon them say that tbe cataracts are 
necessary to Egypt: that If they were not In tho 
river all the waters wouid rush down to the Med­ 
iterranean during tho Summer time, or High Nile, 
and leave the bed of the stream dry more than half 
the year. These cataracts, then, economize tho 
water’s dlstrlbntlon; they are valves, and chock its 
flow, and are a part of tbe marvellous machinery ot 
this mighty river. 1 have great reluctance to in­ 
terfere with tho operations of nature. 
(The Vice 
roy has the reputation of being a Uttle super­ 
stitious.) Somehow I consider it a dangerous busi­ 
ness, and that is why I have sent engineers to 
survey this tropical vegetation In tho Nile. Should 
It be razeed at once tho whole of Egypt might be 
overflown. 
[Note. - The reader’s attention to invited to tbe 
singular caution and worthy discretion contained 
In this last observation, I have seen aU the prin­ 
cipal cataracts of the NUe, and there can be no 
doubt that Hto Highness to perfectly rigbt.j 
THE SOUDAN. 
CoRRBsrONDSNT-Then Your Highness will seek 
communication with the Soudan by rail and not by 
water ? 
H is H io h n e ss- That to it exactly. I shall build 
the road between Wady Haifa and Shendy running 
along the NUe to Dongola, and thenco crossing the 
desert to Shendy. You have seen the Soudan and 
know its wealth and resources. It to separated 
from us. Tho question Is how we can best develop 
It. Manifestly it to to unite tbe two countries by 
the rail. Now the Soudan to off yonder in tbe tar 
distance. The governors and under governors are 
beyond scrutiny. They do as they please and are 
more absolute than the Prince hero In lower 
Egypt. That to one of the faults which a railroad 
alone can correct. 
CoRBBSPONDENT-But It Will cost much money. 
H is H io h n b s s -N o ; £4,000,000 or £C,ooo,ooo. What 
to that? What are six, eight or ten mllUons If yon 
obtam results? I know very well that It to a fool­ 
ish thing to spend a million on nothing, but remem­ 
ber that there to something In tbe Sondan. 1 shaU 
build the road coOxe qui ooCUe. Do you not believe 
that the Soudan to worth more than £10,000,000 ? 
Co r r espo n d en t—Certainly no one more than I 
appreciates the grand luturo which must come to 
that oonntry. 
H is H io h n e s s —Fot/ons/ What is there In the coun­ 
try to Justify this Biz hundred and seventy-five 
English miles of raUway that I intend to buUd? All 
the products of India can be grown there and worked 
there. The cultivable land to millions upon mUIions 
of acres; the soli to virgin, and once a railroad 
passes through It Interior commerce mnst spring 
up; peoples now remote and unfriendly to each 
other will be bound In amity and mutual Interest 
by tho rail; a general contact and dispersion will 
ensue; money and material prosperity will arrive, 
and then (said Hto Highness, with a glow of pleas­ 
ure and a burst of eloquence^—then behold my 
comer of Africa 1 A railway wUl connect the Mle 
with the Red Sea. The same Influences which have 
brought prosperity to the doors of the humblest 
fellah In Lower Eg3rpt to-day will Invade the Sou­ 
dan with the locomotive, and tho races you have 
seen in savagery and poverty will, I trnst. In ten 
years become a thrifty, united community. 
Co r r espo n d en t- I find the views of Your High­ 
ness singularly splendid. When shall this work 
begin? 
Ills HianNESS-Monsleur, Instantly If I had the 
reports of the engineers. 
I only await the surveys, 
and then tho operations shall commence. 
Co r r espo n d e n t- But what culture must prevail 
in the Soudan I—cotton, sugar----- 
Hia H io h n e ss—It mnst be a cotton and sugar 
country entirely, and cotton sooner than sugar, 
and the cnltlvatlon, as yon know, has already be- 
gnn with surprising abundance. 
JUDICIAL BEPORM. 
“Still,” said Hto Highness, with a mixture of sad­ 
ness and Indignation, “my government to embar­ 
rassed by the treaty relations with the Western 
Powers which have kept Egypt back for forty or 
fifty years. Yon know what these are. I hope the 
restrictions will be removed.

You have no Idea 
how power and authority are dispensed and exer­ 
cised in my dominions. What to th^ first condition 
of civilization ?—Jnstloo, to it not so ? What Is tho 
first puissance of a State ?—security, is It not ? 
Well, security prevails here, but I have not yet ob­ 
tained Justice from the Powers. 
If you would 
elevate society. If you would advance a people, you 
must first give them a form of government under 
which justice can be obtolned. 1 hopo that the re­ 
form Is about accomplished.” 
LAND AND PRODUCE. 
CoBRK’iroNDENT—And onco accompllsnod, your 
Highness believes Egypt will receive a sudden im­ 
pulse ? 
His HionNESs-That to positive. Wo have In 
Lower Egypt 6,000,000 fedduns (acres) of cultivable 
land; over 2,000,000 aro now producing. Two-thirds 
of the remainder are susceptible of easy. cultivation 
by onr Egyptian Irrigation, and while tho other 
million fetldans could be made to produce, Its cul­ 
ture would bfc mere difficult and not easily assured. 
Suppose tho reform takes placo, and wo are a unit 
In Justice and government here. Then Europeans 
would pour In; tho value of land would augment; 
the wave of civilization would flow southward; tho 
shores of the Nile would become populated with an 
Industrious community. The railroad finished to 
the Soudan, tho flood of emigration would Invade 
the Soudan; a European In contact with a native 
would raise the native; hto own neoessltles and 
competition wonld make him an agrlonltnral toyer. 
Onr rapid progress wonld begin tben. The rail to 
Berber will be finished and tbe shores of the Red 
Sea will be Uned with poru, onUeu from tbe close 
interior. 
OoRRBSPONOiNT-Let ns hope yon wiu be inde. 
pendent then. 
His Hiohnbm (very much pleased and smiling)- 
Not not as we are now we will rest. It is better 
BO. We are not politicians here; we do not care 
for complications of that nature. We are ■URPly 


plain cuWvators. The Egyptian asks only to pro­ 
duce upon hto soil, to Uve quleUy and peaceably 
after hto own mode of life. He has hto ground, hto 
house, hto (kmUy; guarantee them to him and yon 
have done all for hto material happiness. 
CORRBsroNDBNT-There to much diffbronee be­ 
tween tho Egyptian populaUon and the Soudan 
people? 
H is H io h n e ss—Yes; there are In the Soudan two 
rooes, the blacks and tbe negroes (Ies noirs el lea 
négrea). The blacks arc men of Arab blood-blood 
naUve to the soil also for many ages. 
These men 
must ultimately rule thero. The negroes must be­ 
come a race of cultivators. That to all they are fit 
for, because they as men are inferior to this black 
race (of Arab extraction), at least snob is the opin­ 
ion of scientific men. The negroes have developed 
no positivo character tnere, bat 1 hope that eventu­ 
ally they wUl become ver^ good farmers. 
POPULATION OP THE SOUDAN. 
C0RRB8PONDENT—What to the population of that 
conntry lying In and to southward Of the Soudan? 
People there claim there are S0,000,000 of blacks up 
tho MThite Nile and laterally in the Interior. 
H is HiGHNEss-Professor Schwelnlurth made a 
report to me, saying that he believed there were 
but 7,000^000. The question to an open one. 
[No te.—There must be some great error about this 
Btatement: for can tbe world believe that the slave 
trade, drawing nearly twenty-five thousand bead 
alone from the White NUe annuaUy, could have 
flourtohcd upon a population of loss than half of 
seven mllliona? From my own observation I had 
much rather believe there are 80,000,000 of the ne­ 
groes between Khartoum and the Bquitor than 
the 7,000,000 01 Professor Scbwelnfurth. 
This 
1s a question of vital Importance, because the ter­ 
ritory needs laborers—an Industrial population.) 
Hia H ig h n e s s—You know I have changed the 
Governor up there, and the government to very 
crude. AU the Egyptians have a prejudice against 
the Soudan, They imagine that I send them there 
to get rid of their presence here. Our officers are 
fond of the aapltal; It to becoming gay and attract­ 
ive. A railway will dispel these Illusions, and, once 
completed, the world may be sure that 1 will de­ 
velop the Soudan. 
There was a pause In the conversation. 
The 
Viceroy hatt spoken with great Ibroo, often with 
eloquence, hls eyes glistening with pride when he 
referred to tbe works he yet hoped to acoompltoh 
for Egypt. 
Presently he resumed, on a different key. 
BUTLER AND STONE AND ALLEN. 
H is H ig h n e s s- T o speak frankly, we have a very 
painful affislr here. You know Consul General 
Butler’s career In Egypt. Let mo tell you some­ 
thing about Us close. 1 had in my service an 
American officer, a Colonel Allen. He was about to 
leave Bgyypt because of the poor health of hto wife. 
In my service he had been dtotlngulshcd and faith- 
fal, and had been recommended to me for decora­ 
tion. 1 gave the order to transmit to him the 
mark of my esteem. Colonel Butler sent word to 
me that 1( 1 decorated Colonel Allen he would be­ 
come my personal and political enemy. Not liking 
scandals, I sent word to Butler to withdraw his 
messago, which be did. Instead of acting In this 
way as Consul General, he should have thanked 
me when I decorated an American. 
Then he 
threatened General Btono. I caused General Stone 
to inform tho Washington Cabinet immediately of 
what was taking place, because I knew from expe­ 
rience that Consuls General do not always report 
the truth to their governments. 
The result 
was handsome. Butler was called to account by his 
government. Enraged he wrote three letters—one 
to me, one to Nufar Pacha, one to Sherlf Pacha— 
demanding when “General Stone was appointed 
Minister of Foreign Affairs.” ' I demanded their 
Immediate withdrawal; they were withdrawn. In 
fact I have been the American Consul here. Finally 
affair oulminated In the proclamation In which 
Bntler, through hto tool, published Stone as a 
coward, Ao. General Stone to not only capable and 
tborongta as the chief of staff of the Egyptian army, 
but he to capable to be the chief of staff of any 
army lu the world. He to not only a gentleman and 
a learned genUeman and a soldier, but he to an 
honorable gentleman and an honorable soldier. 
The Khedive spoke In high terms of General Star­ 
ring. His Highness had seen onr American Minis­ 
ter at Costantlnople, and he described him as a 
most charming person, charging me to boar Bis 
Highness’ compliments to Mr. Boker upon my arri­ 
val at Constantinople. 
WE HAD TALKED AN HOUR. 
The Viceroy rose as a signal to terminate the 
audience. I again thanked him cordially In the 
name of the H e r a l d , as the H e r a l d had often done 
before, for the facilities which ha«l been everywhere 
extended to me In hto dominions. “Oh,” said Hls 
Highness, “that Is nothing. When gentlemen come 
among us to see our country and institutions, to 
luvestlgato thorn In a spirit of lairness, they will 
always be well received by my government. Above 
all 1 wish to maintain friendly relations with tho 
H e r a l d, a paper whose puissance I well know,” 
Hto Highness then said that If I returned to Egypt 
he should be most happy to see me again. 
Mr. COMONOS- Oh, yes, your Highness, he will re­ 
turn, because baa he not drank of the waters of 
the Mlo ? 
H i s H io h n e s s (langhlng)-He will come without 
doubt, then. 
There 1s, as the reader may know, an Arab sn- 
pcrstition that any foreigner who drinks the water 
of the Nile must return to Egypt a second time. I 
could mention many odd confirmations of this Idlo 
maxim. 
As wo reached the door wc passed the parting 
compliments, and backed out of Ills Highness’ 
presence, and from opposite ends of tho exterior 
room we made low bows; and the last I saw of the 
Khedive was the reflection of a rapid movement of 
bis feet In the gorgeous mirrors of the staircase, 
for His Hlghucas sought hto private cabinet to 
work. 
Seldom, indeed, have I hoard a man talk with 
equal freedom, fluency and earnestness. It has 
been well said that “the Viceroy upon any throne 
of Europe would bo the greatest monarch of tho 
age,” and I believe thero to no Hohonzollern, Haps- 
bnrg or Hanover who has a tithe of hto genius. Mo 
to great as an administrator. He to a cbicltaln. 
That there are many grave errors In his policy I 
know; but there to no use In looking for spots on 
the sun. We must Judge of Ismail Pacha and hto 
career as a whole, not magnify hto faulta or exag­ 
gerate bis Tlrtaes. Here to one man with tho wholo 
East against him. Twelve years ago he turned hla 
face toward 
THE ORIENT, 
after an European education, and bade It rise. He 
told tbo Moslem world that it was still In the stag­ 
nation of tho ages past. Slowly he put tho ma­ 
chinery of progress In motion, and toward a great 
result he has struggled on. Kings have looked on 
and applauded. The Invited world have rushed to 
Egypt to partake of hto hospitality. PrlnccB, min­ 
isters, statesmen and writers have t ’aronged to hto 
Court Yet tbo Viceroy to not spoiled. He still sits 
In hto little cabinet at Abdin Palace and toils and 
struggles on. He shows intense labor upon hia 
face. Hto eyes Indicate that be to an owl. Indeed, 
four hours In twenty-four are all ho sleeps. Tho 
railroads, steamship lines, telegraphs, postal ser­ 
vice, private estates (dtara), sugar mills, cotton 
culture, army, navy and civil service, all centre to 
his desk. In person he to a little, thick-set man, 
with a large head, full face, pleasant countenance 
and clear eyes. Hls face denotes kindness, reflec­ 
tion, caution and firmness. Ills manners arc per­ 
fect. He to a gentleman. He makes and likes to 
receive compliments, thongh, from a remark he lot 
drop, he nnderstands all the arts of the flatterer. 
What to most remarkable abont this great man are 
bis powers of conversation. Ho to Intelleotually 
adroit. His character, considered at length, would 
involve pages of the H b r a ld . It to polygonal. 
You must look at him as a merchant, as a prince, 
as a rich man, as a stateaman, as a cultivator. 
Next to the Khedive is 
BHERIP PACHA. 
He, too, Is a component pan of Egypt. He has 
three tines been regent in the Viceroy’s absence; 
now has received fresh powers and dignities. In 
tbe brief Interview I had with him 1 was mnch im­ 
pressed. He is one of the few who have not robbed 
the Khedive and grown rich upon the corruptions 
oftheBUte. There has been a change In all the 
Viceroy’s Mlntoters—those who have plundered 
him and have confused the different admlnlstra- 
tlooa, who have made of their places pabUc scandal. 


have been pnt out. Bkerlf Faeha Is aboni to re­ 
organize every department under his orders. He 
will do It well. 
As your correspondent has been In nearly every 
province of tbe Viceroy’s domain he begs to add 
A BRIXP COMMENTARY UPOif THIS AUDIENCE. 
The views of Hto Highness are sound almost to a 
letter. Regarding Sir Samuel Baker, I believe the 
Khedive does not properly esUmate the thanks 
which Europe and America tendered to him for 
that munificent expedition to suppress the slave 
trade. It has given him world wide fame as a 
benefactor of the human race. Its success to his 
success; its failure hto failure. Sir Samuel Baker to 
now In great danger. Nothing but an expedition 
nearly as formidable as hto own can take proper 
succor to him and hto troops. No one knows who 
has not tried the experiment what it to to move 
and handle and feed men on tho White Nile. 1 
make bold 
to say, though Sir Samuel Baker 
has mined the commerce of the Soudan for the 
Umo being, that years hence, when tranquillity 
shall be restored among tbe negro tribes, and the 
cotton empire, rising In Its wealth, shall realize 
the expectations of Hto Highness, then ho, too, 
win admit th$t Sir Samuel Baker did beneflceni 
work. Tho end of the expedition Is, however, near, 
as I understand that tbe Viceroy will not renew the 
contract. 
Judicial reform to sorely needed for Egypt. At 
tho present moment forelgnerRdo not pay taxes; 
they are amenable to no municipal law; tbey com­ 
mit crime, embarrass tbo government and live upon 
a people without repaying that people’s hospitality 
and support, except in many forms of cruelty and 
oppression. 
This mnst stop. 
It to gross and 
wrong. A rccoustructlon of the treaty relations 
must take place. 
Let the Western Powers net 
wisely lor themselves, but Justly toward the pro­ 
gressive Egypt of 1872. All that tho Viceroy de­ 
manda to that an International tribunal should de­ 
cide all points of law and cases in disputa. 
CONCLUSION. 
All that 1 can say, in conclusion. Is that this ex­ 
traordinary man, who has placed himself so high 
above the foulness and abominations of the East, 
seeking to lift whole peoples with him In hls eleva­ 
tion, deserves the admiration and sympathy of tho 
world. In him 1s the vitality of the Orient. U he 
must possess some of tho shrowducss of Talley­ 
rand, to him also belongs tho boldnes a of Napoleon 
I. If he has caution, he has courage; if ho pro­ 
ceeds slowly, ho proceeds surely. To head a move­ 
ment which to more one of the ploughshare than 
the sword, one of intelligence and thrift, rather 
than of conquest and ambition, is the lot of a 
leader among men. He began this progress years 
ago, and he to still in command, at “the pivot of the 
world,” and therefore at the point of least political, 
military and social revolution. Lot us hope he may 
succeed.

To TUB E d i t o r o f t h e H e r a l d : — 
I beg you to pubUsh the following statements in 
reply to the very serious and unjust accusations 
made against mo in your paper of this morning for 
discharging Samuel Cordon from this asylum in a 
dying condition and inhumanely dragging him from 
bis death bed to appear as a witness against 
Thomas Farrell, in tho recent Coroner’s inquest of 
the circumstances attending tho death of Charles 
Ornell and Horatio Seymour at this asylum. 
Samuel Corden, fifty-six years old, was trans­ 
ferred from the Workhouse to this asylum as a pris­ 
oner on July 17, 1872; but it being soon discovered 
tbat he was insane, be was returned that same day 
to the Workhouse, whence he came back the follow­ 
ing morning committed properly by Alderman G. 
W. Plunkltt as a lunatic. 
Tbe information I re­ 
ceived and tho circumsUnces sarronndlng the 
case led mo to beUeve that Intemperance was the 
origin of Corden’B Insanity. 
He subscqnontiy ap­ 
peared

as tho 
generality of 
individuals 
do 
who 
suffer 
from 
alcoholic 
mania. 
I 
was 
absent 
from 
tho 
asylum 
during tne month of Angnst. When I returned, on 
the 1st of September, I found Corden in Ward M, 
very quiet, rational, gentlemanly In deportment 
and claiming to be perfrctly recovered from his in­ 
sanity. On the 4th of September he complained of 
rrhcca from sitting on the damp floor Immedi­ 
ately after it had been scrnbbed. The Indisposition 
dlar 


was of a very slight character. The assistant resi­ 
dent physician, under whoso Immediate care Cor­ 
don remained during August, reported favorably 
concerning Ms state of m lud; and I can, on per­ 
sonal knowledge, say that Corden was never a 
raving maniac from the 1st to tne 17 th of Scptcm- 


The eth of September I was called upon by the as­ 
sistant resident physician, at seven o’clock P. M., 
to see Corden, who had suddenly experienced re­ 
tention of urine. The examination I Instituted and 
Cordeu’s account showed that in 1887, while In lx.n- 
doii, he suffered from a disease, leaving behind an 
irreparable cicatrix, which had in no way what­ 
ever Interfered thereafter with his good health, 
and that he had been of late years Inclined to suffer 
from catarrh In tho bladder whenever ho would 
take cold. 1 did not deem It necessary, upon caretui 
examination, to resort to any surgical Interference, 
as the cose at first sight seemed to require, but 
directed that Cordon should continue with the ap­ 
propriate medicines already prescribed by my a«- 
Bistunt, and, In addition, that he should be at once 
put into a warm bath lor half an hour, which was 
done. Before leaving the bath Corden freely re­ 
lieved hiH bladder. He slept well all that night, 
and was up, walking about and feeling comfortable 
Tin, the next day. On or about tnat date some 
Corden’B friends, after seeing him, expressed 
the desire of taking him homo, at the same 
tima 
that 
the 
friends of

Cassldl, an­ 
other patient, made 
mo 
a similar request, 
and I conseuted in both Instances to discharge the 
above patients on tbe next visit of their respective 
friends, which was fixed upon lor tho cud of that 
week—namely, September 14. 
Cossidl’s friend 
cainc and took him away, but Cordon's failed to 
return, and thereupon I gave Corden his discharge 
on the I4tn or September. Ho was that day free 
from pain or dlsea.se and thus continued until Mon­ 
day morning, having enjoyed tho liberty of our 
grounds for several days past, on Monday morn­ 
ing, l)clng then discharged, he complained a"alu 
of 
distress 
with 
his bladder, superinduced,

ho believed, 
after 
sitting

lime during the chilly and damp weather of the 
day previous. The moans employed so successfully 
on the cth of September, were again resorted to In 
this attack, and on Tuesday morning Coiden got 
np, dressed himself, feeling strong enough, os bo 
said to me, to attend to tho Coroner’s Inqncst, 
which was about to take place that day. I directed

Corden alter the Inquest, so that ho should safely 
return to bis home In Jersey City. Let mo repeat 
It, that neither the day of bis discharge, or 
on snndav, nor at any other previous time, 
excepting on Soptemtjer 6, as it may be verified by 
the records of his cose, did Corden complain of any 
urinary disease. Furthermore, he willingly gave 
the iniormatlon concerning Farrell’s cruelties at 
first, not to me, bnt to my assistant, and offered to 
me to remain at the asylum to appear os a witness 
at the Coroner’s Inquest: and, therefore, there was 
no occasion or motive whatever on my part to re­ 
sort to intimidation or inducements to secare hto 
evidence. On llonday, September 17,1 was speak­ 
ing to Commissioner Prear about Corden, and the 
Commissioner remarked to mo, in the presence 
of the Warden, that wo had no right to keep Cor­ 
den at the Asylum after Ids discharge, and that If 
he was needed by the Coroner as a witness tho 
proper place to keep him was the House of Deten­ 
tion. Cordon was at that moment complaining of 
his bladder. I did not disturb him. and on my own 
responsibility let him remain at the Asylum until 
the next day, as above stated. 
Finally, It was

nrrrlving Corden sat by me. 
He com plained

A Tailor Stabs a Man in tbe Heart 
with a Scissors. 


TERRIBLE ENDING TO A PLEASURE PARTY, 


Joseph Burnett, of aoo Madison street, wag 
stabbed in the heart, at abont a quarter to seven 
o’clock last night, by Timothy Lanners, of 30 
Park street, who has escaped. 
The murder was 
commuted on tho premises of John Bachman, 70 
Jackson street, and appears to have been tho 
result of a quarrel that took place in bis room. 
From the statements of 
some 
panics 
who 
saw 
a 
portion 
of 
tho 
affair, 
it 
would' 
seem that Burnett and Timothy Lanners had been 
at variance for some time i>ast, but what the 
nature of the dlfllcnlty was, or In what It origi­ 
nated, no one present last night could telL Bach' 
man knew both men, and invited them with a num­ 
ber of others to a christening at hto rooms last 
evening. A lot of Bachman’s friends had arrived 
before either Lanners or Burnett, and they wero 
all enjoying themselves comfortably when Burnett 
and Ills wife, who 1s a sister of Lanners’, went Into 
the place. 
'Hiey were received with the same 
cordlahty and heartiness as 
those who were 
In 
before them, and 
immediately upon their 
arrival entered Into 
the 
pleasures 
of 
the 
evening with zest. Everything was going along 
smoothly until Lanners made hto appearance. He 
was followed by bto brother Jewett, who had 
also been Invited by Bachman. In going the 
rounds of the party paying hla attention Lanners 
met 
hto 
brother-in-law Barnett 
and refused' 
to recognize 
him. 
'Hito stung tbo 
man for' 
tho moment, but he took no notice of It. Later 
In the evening, however, they 
got 
together 
an<l quickly quaricllod. Moat of the people present/ 
were $ illors and their wives, and their conversa­ 
tion naturally turned upon their trade. Burnett 
opposed something said by Lánners and tho latter', 
made a stinging reply about some work Mrs. Bur-, 
nett had dune. Tho hnsbuiid of the woman took 
this up and made some kind of charge against hla 
brother-lu-law about 
THE PAYMENT OP THE WORK 
In question, and botn men started to their fbet, 
abusing each other savagely. The women endeav­ 
ored to stop them, but it was no use, and they 
flnallyleft the room. They continued tbe quarrel 
lu the hall outside Baohman’s rooms, and Lan­ 
ners, who was 
muoh the smaller man of 
the 
two, seemed, some ot 
tho 
people said,' 
rather in dread of Iluruett, who was a lighterman, 
in the midst of the row Lanuers rushed back Into 
the room where tho guests wero assembled, and 
snatched up a pair ursulssurs and a match. He was 
entreated uy his sister, Mrs. Burnott, not to go 
back to the hallway, but ho would not be staM. 
Ho lighted the gas lu the bull, and some time 
after the people liisldo heanf a scuffling. This 50,n* 
tlnucd for a few minutes and then a deep groan 
wuB heard, and 
Burnett 
gasped 
out—^‘1 am 
stabbed.” Hls wife roslied to hls assistance, and 
round him 
leaning against the wall, with a 
terrible 
gaping 
wound in 
the 
chest. 
Im­ 
mediately 
beside 
the 
heart. 
She 
held 
him lor a few moments In her arms and was about 
to assist him to creep Into Bachman’s room; but 
when he gut within a few paces of It hla knees gave 
way and ho fell dead across tho threshold. Tho 
women raised a wild shout and dashed luto tho 
street calling ont, 
“ MURDERI MURUERI POLICEl” 
An immense crowd of people Immodiatcly gatlH 
ered In front of the tenement, and tbe report was 
immediately spread that a man had been mnrderad 
in Bachman’s, on the third floor, front. 
Offloag 
John B. Smith saw the crowd and heard the cries 
of the women. He liastcned to the spot and 
soon learned tho cause of the excitement. He 
went up stairs to Bachman’s rooms and found the 
l)ody or the murdered man lying on its back In the 
middle of tho apartment. He called for assist­ 
ance, and Officer Reveille, of the same precinct.’ 
went to him. The poUco surgeon of the dtotrloi 
was 
at 
once sent for, but when he got to 
the 
scene 
of 
tho 
affray 
the 
man 
was 
almost cold. 
The doctor gave the necessary 
iDstruotions, and everything was pat in order foi^ 
the arrival of the Coroner. The noUee turned to 
look for the man who had stabbed Burnett, but be 
wawnowhore to be found. The women told them 
that Immediately after the stabbing and kill­ 
ing of Burnett both the Lanners escaped from 
the 
house. 
Tho 
wife 
of 
the 
murdered 
man and sister of the eupposcd murderer, was IS 
a state Imrderlng npon frenzy when she reallzeW 
her husband was dead. 
Bho tossed her hands 
wildly la the air, tore her hair and was so dis­ 
tracted that the police oould with difficulty get any 
of tho details of the affair from her. She was the 
only 
uerson, 
beside 
Jewett 
Lanners, 
who 
saw the stabbing, and her position between 
a husband and brother was a peculiarly painful 
one. Another serious consequence to likely to fol­ 
low this tumult. Mrs. Kachmun was lying in bed. 
pot being yet well enongh to go about during the 
disturbance; and it is feared her health to serloosly 
Injured by tlio fright she received.

At an early hour this moruing Timothy Lanners 
was arrested by Sergeant Chrystlo and Officer 
Johnson, of the Thirteenth prcclnct, and locked np 
at the station house to await the action of tbs 
Coroner.

Ho preached mercy to the 
crowds that ossombled to listen to Him wherever 
Ho wont; Ho taught It to His disciples, and ex­ 
emplified It In every feature of Ills holy Ufe. Ho 
gave to mankind a new law In tho law of mercy, 
which He had laid such stress upon In all Ills teach­ 
ings, and enjoined tho exercise of It upon His fol­ 
lowers In all ages as one of their principal duties. 
And yet, how few were there among Christians 
nowadays who really oxeroiscd mercy In tho full 
sense the Lord meant that It should be exercised 1 
Ho had taught us to bless those who did us Injury 
and to pray for those who calumniated us—in fact, 
to 
RETURN GOOD FOR EVII« 
under every circumstaiico-and yot how different 
from this teaching was tho conduct or the Christian 
Inm ost Instances at present! Tho mercy which 
the Saviour taught and which ho commanded 
should be practised among men was violated in 
many ways. Tho violation was not always shown 
in some violent act of one mau against another- 
some overt act of lU-wlll of one Individual against 
another.

not. condemn not," was the teaching of the Scrip- 
tures; but every day men sat In jiudgment and 
condemnation of the acts of their neighbors, sim­ 
ply out of jealousy or for the mere love of talking 
against tlicm or induclug others to thluk less of 
them for doing a good action than they might 
otherwise have thought. Jt was surely bad enough 
to carp at a man for doing what, on Its face at 
least, seemed to bo good, without setting ourselves 
up us judges of his motives. This was tho besot­ 
ting sin of rash judgmcut. It Jumped at conclu­ 
sions on mero triniug rumors, and attempted, 
without waiting to know what tho real truth of a 
report as to a man’s conduct or actions is, to 
blacken him or his motives In tho eyes of others.

Mr. Talmage, olwflys earnest and eloquent In his 
discourses, was more than osaolly so yesterday 
morning. 
The Tabernacle waa crowded. 
In his 
prayer previous to the sermon he expressed the 
hope that any person who hod oome there to cari­ 
cature the preacher or for tho purpose of whiling 
away tho Sabbath morning would repent bis sin at 
once. 
Mr. Talmage’8 text was from St. Mark, xvl., 16— 
“Ho that belleveth and U bapUsed shall be saved; 
bnt he that belleveth not shall be damned.” 
Tho-preacher said that It had been a qnestlon he 
had often asked himself during the last three 
weeks why It was that God has brought him face to 
face with death on the Atlantic and yet brought 
him back to his people alive. Ho had no trouble In 
answering that question. God led him through that 
process In order that he might come with a more 
earnest. Intense, consecrated and Chrlst-llke mJnls- 
try to this people, and might Qod forbid that that 
process should not have Its proper effect upon hla 
soul. The text was a plain statement of two great 
momentous. Infinite, truthful fhcts, and wbUe he 
read It It seemed as thongh he heard two gates ajar 
shut—the gate of the blessed and tho gate of the 
lost. Yon see that the text divides all the people 
in tlUs Tabernacle Into two classes—believers and 
nnbellevers. He said that his hearers need not sit 
back in their seats, thinking he was going to give 
them a dry definition as to what faith was. He 
had no 
BASIBT OP TnBOLOQICAL CHIPS 
to carry to them. Faith was a reliance upon the 
Lord Jesus Christ; it was a feeUng of “I can’t 
save myself, but Christ will do It, has done it. I 
put my whole weight on His mercy. Throwing 
away all my sins, my doubts and my fears, I accept 
everything that Jesus has promised to and done 
for mo personally.” Faith was sometimes an in­ 
stantaneous act of the souL Hctween everlasting 
heaven and everlasting boll you might decide as 
quickly as your watch could tick. There was tho 
promise, “Whosoever cometh unto me I will In no 
wise oust out.” Throw yourselves flat upon that 
and you are saved. There was one thing, how­ 
ever, to follow, and that was baptism. Baptism 
was a public recognition and acknowlodgmont of 
Jesus Christ, and, said Mr. Talmage, f cannot 
bo a Christian without publicly announcing my 
faith In Him. “Ho that beUeveth in baptism” 
would not be saved from tbe physical consequences 
of sin. A soul might escape and be pardoned In 
ihLs world, but In this world the body could not 
escape. The text had reference to the futuro world. 
One Inhabitant of heaven woald never say to 
another, “ Why, the last time I saw you you were 
IN A GAMBLING SALOON IN BOSTON 
or In a low place In Now York. What are you doing 
hero f” For there would be no reference made to 
the past. The believer spoken of In the text would 
also bo saved from toll. Somo of our lives was one 
long scene of toll; It was work, work, work, and 
wo arose in the morning no more rested than 
when we 
went 
to 
bed. 
Sunday 
was 
not 
long 
enough 
for 
ns 
to 
get 
tbe 
wrinkles 
smoothed out of onr dispositions and get the 
strain of life bathed out of our limbs. Thank Ood, 
there would be a terminus of Itl There would be 
no burdens carried through that heavenly gate; 
there would be no going out early and coming back 
late; there would be no manufacturer, no em­ 
ployer thrusting his thumb through the work of 
TOE OrKRBURDENKD SBWINO OIRL; 
no drudgery, but lest. Heaven must seem a differ­ 
ent place to Americans from what It did to other 
people. There waa in this land such a rushing, 
Jostling and treading one upon another. 
There 
were somo peoole whom, Mr. Talmadge said, lie 
could not Imagine In heaven except rushing up 
and down In the street, crying “Get out of my way, 
o n will run over you!” 
* 
If you asked a philosopher whaT a tear was he 
would toll you it was a drop or limpid fluid secreted 
In the lachrymal gland; but Mr. Talmage would 
say that It was sorrow—the language of tho world's 
woe. It was a planet of weeping that we lived on; 
the earth waa gashed deep with grief. As at the 
close of the war sometimes we saw a regiment of 
15J men, tho fragment of the 1.000 men who went 
out, so he could nut realize that his people were 
the fragments representing thousands ot regiments 
of joyful associations that had been broken up for­ 
ever. Rut, blessed bo God, there would bo no sor­ 
row In heaven! Tho undortaksr>would have to 
have some other business there. In the Summer 
time our cities had 
BILLS OP MORTALITT 
that were frightful-sometimes in New York a 
thousand In a week, sometimes It had been two 
thousand In London—but In that heavenly city 
there would not be a single case of sickness or 
death, not one dicsa of mourning, but plenty 
of white robes of joy. But when the clock of Chris­ 
tian suffering had run down It would never be 
wound up again, and It would bo hypocrisy and 
cowardice In him to tell them one-half of the text 
and not the other half. 
If there was a Heaven 


Those who were cast away under that sentence 
would go away from the presence of the most 
lovely being In 1 he universe. The gulf between 
would bo vast and there would bo no bridge 
across It—no swimming across It. 
Oh, It was 
an overwhelming thought that somo who now 
stood together in the tendercst ties of affection 
would, unless they repentcd-or the Bible was a 
lie-pass their eternity Iu 
TWO DIFFERENT WORLDS. 
So What you had to say, say now; one moment after 
death had dropped upon yon, the archangel would 
rise on his throne anil all the strength of his ex­ 
istence could not change your destiny or hinder tho 
separation. “Oh, there would be parting at the 
judgment seat of Christ; parents nnd children, 


I wives and husbands, would part to meet no more!”

In Iowa QeneMl Grant In iscs had 46,000 ma- 
lorMy. At the laat State election Carpenter, re- 
pnUlcan. earned It by41,000. This Mr. Grlnneli, 
es-OoDgreBBman, afflrma can be reduced one-half 
thla year, and three-llftha If PenuBylvanla and indi­ 
ana “go right.'» There are atUl between ten and 
twenty per cent of undecided votea, ahowlng that 
the oampalgn haa Uken a shallow hold upon 
the Bjmpathlefl of the balk 
of the 
people. 
Grant being no favorite and Greeley not the flrat 
oboioe of Orant’B antagonists. 
The repnblloan party In Iowa haa had for fifteen 
years great and uniform aaooesa in Its state admin­ 
istrations and unusnal unity and good fellowship 
la Its leaders. It is made np of tbe best elements 
of Ohio, Now York and New England. The Ger­ 
mans had about prepared to leave It before Greeley 
was nominated. 
That nomination delayed their 
dpparture, but they are still slowly drifting away, 
and the majority are already over on the Greeley 
side. In every township also there are republican 
bolters, and good and sturdy fireside thinkers, who 
have lost interest in the repnbUcan party.

TUB 3BVBRTH IOWA DISTRICT. 
This is the lamons Des Moines district, where, as 
1 have said above, Frank Palmer was anniliilated 
this year by John Kasson, the old member who had 
held tho district for many years. This was a very 
exciting contest, and Palmer lost It through tne 
unscrupulous bitterness and unmanly persecution 
which he allowed to be visited upon Kasson by his 
editor, one Clarkson, of tbe Des Moines Beoieter. 
This man Clarkson succeeded Palmer himself as the 
editor and as dispenser of the federal patronage In 
the district, and his paper was probably the Htate 
organ of the party. He is a type of the brutal sort 
of being who too often In the western country gets 
contrufof a merely partisan Journal, and witn a 
retaining lee In one hand uses the other to ran­ 
sack the privacy of domestic life for mere political 
advantage. This time he overdid the business, and 
hiH brutality toward Kasson redounded upon the 
head of his master, Congressman Palmer. Tho fol­ 
lowing are the particulars:— 
Kasson Is a lawyer of Dos Moines, and a man of 
fine talent, appearance and spirit, with a good 
brown complexion and beard and natural power 
among men. He was married to a fine wife, and 
had tbe respect and admiration of tho State; but 
lu an evil hour. In Washington city, he was In­ 
veigled Into an Intrigue with a loose female, who 
was struck with his fine looks, and the proofs of his 
adultery were brought homo to his family In a way 
which admitted of no apology nor denial. Uls wlfo 
Immediately piosecnted him tor a divorce and ob­ 
tained It, and the evidence of his peccadillo was 
spread over the State to his Instant pollUcal ruin. 
While Kasson deserved bis tote he bore up with 
all the manliness and contrition of a bowed spirit 
under It, divided his property voluntarily with his 
divorced wife, and, escorting her to tbe railway 
station as she left ues Moines never to retnrn—for 
she speedily married again In St. Louis—he re­ 
turned back into the city a crashed and lonely 
man. Determined to fight It ont there and recover 
character among the community which knew him, 
he gained anew the confldenco of men of “wisest 
censure’’ and pity and consideration again at­ 
tended him, but every time that his name was 
broached tor public station the story of his weak

Kasson BteadUy rose and grew to be a new man, 
with a new reputation among his neighbors. There 
WRS absolntely nothing to be said ag^nst him but 
this old offence, and tne people knew all about It 
and began to dislike the traders In tbe scandal 
worse than the actor of It. 
Finally, as this Con­ 
gressional canvass began and Kasson Came forward 
to ask tbe party’s support and the nomination, the 
Inexorable Bulllvan Clarkson opened again the 
cloisters of the past and outraged human nature 
with bis nasty depicUons of Kasson’s misery. 
There was no chord of tho man’s nature he did not 
back, no sense of sorrow that he did not arouse. 
The people of the Des Moines district were out­ 
raged a t thla cowardice and took Kasson’s sin npon 
their shoulders and resolved onoe and for all to re­ 
buke these ghouls of the poUUcal press. 
It came out that Clarkson, while resident In Des 
Moines, was drawing a salary of $2.200 a year at 
Washington olty, where be never did a stroke of 
work, raie kind of civil service reform did Palmer 
no good. Moreover, Clarkson, Palmer A Co. were 
guilty of a modified form of housebreaking In their 
anxiety to defeat Kasson. They ascertained that 
one Long, of teas region, bad written to Horace 
Greeley to procure support for 'a Greeley news­ 
paper, and that Greeley had replied to Long, re­ 
ferring him to Grlnneli, Kasson and others as “bis 
friends’’ in lowo. To get this letter and convict 
Kasson of being Greeley’s friend, and so beat him 
in the Convention, the Palmerites broke open 
Long’s desk, stole the letter and left |400, either to 
express triumph or compound with the Peniten­ 
tiary—the highest price overpaid tor a living man’s 
commonplace autograph. 
The robbery did not avalL The Oreelcyltes still 
In tbe party were rather roolllfled toward Kasson. 
Everybody was disgusted with Palmer and his dog, 
Clarkson. It was declared that General Dodge, of 
Connell Blutn, who supported Palmer, was merely 
a flour contractor with the Indians, growing rich 
only half legitimately, and snstalned by Palmer and 
Harlan. Dwlge, therefore, though the lowa man 
on tho Republican National Committee, and thick 
with James F. Wilson, did Palmer no good, although 
he “bled,” as usual, for his friend. Grant favored 
Palmer also; but Kasson wiped him ont by one of 
the most decisive votes known In convention, and 
Mr. Palmer has Mr. Clarkson to tb ink tor It. The 
Palmerites now threaten to vote for tbe Greeley 
candidate, who will probably be O. L. Palmer—a 
rural merchant of Sheridan, In Lucas county. There 
are only 2,000 votes to be changed to beat Kasson; 
but he is said to be next to a liberal already, and to 
have no great aftoction tor Grant. 
XIOUTH DISTRICT OF IOWA. 
This Is Dodge’s district and the chief town In 
Connell Bluffli. Judge McGill, formerly a fl.aoo 
clerk at Washington city, Is the Grant candidate 
for Congress. He would have 4,000 majority but for 
tho general change of party sentiment, and tho 
betting Is even that he will be deleated by Mer­ 
ritt, brother of Mr. Fenton’s General Merritt, of 
New York; or Hepburn, a lawyer, or Montgomery, 
editor at ConnclI Bluito. 
Tlie Greeley men have 
made large accessions in the Eighth dUtrlct. 
NINTH DISTRICT OF IOWA. 
This 18 the extreme northwestern district of 
Iowa, and Boonsborough is the chief town, ürr, of 
Boone county, the present member, stands again. 
He la a country merchant of little “belt” and has 


*’^ n co m b e f'a lawyer, of Fort Dodge, and the 
ablest democrat In the Btete, will m n against him ; 
he is a raUroad holder as well; rich, b^d, dashing 
and enthusiastic, and one of the most powerfnl 
young men In the West, Dnncombe was a fierce 
Greeley delegate to the Baltimore Convention. He 
will not mn as a liberal or democrat, but as an In­ 
dependent candidate, refusing any nomination. 
dnch Is a calm review of the sltnation In Iowa. 
Tho liberals will not be able to carry the State, bnt 
they have made It perfectly feasible to do It in four 
years more, and perhaps In two years. 
4AHR8 W. ORIHES, 
one of the celebrated seven recalcitrant Senators 
who would not vote fjr Johnson’s conviction at 
the Impeachment trial, has left a marked but not 
particularly affBctionate Impresoion upon this SUte. 
He was the ablest Governor, thinker and financier 
produced 1b It, and was the poIlUcal godfather of 
James Wilson, Allison and others. Grimes was a 
clasHmato at Dartmonth College of John Wentworth; 
and James T. Joy, afterwards the railroad king, who 
was then tutor there, who said that they were the 
“hardest students” he had, smoking all night and 
doing little else by day; ueverthelcfiB, both became 
rlrli, energetic and Influential, and Grimes showed 
unusual Judgment In altolrs of S u te and commerce. 
He left $1,200,000 and only one adopted child and 
his widow, the latter now residuary legatee, with 
IMO.ooo in hand. 
Grimes yielded too much to tho disposition of 
parsimony, and as said to me “he had a dry fune­ 
ral,” He hated Grant; said In the laat hours ol his 
life that Grant’s administration abroad was a 
btirlesqne on diplomacy, and all his relatives are 
ardent Grocleyites now, althoogh Grimes was a free 
trader.

A CLOSE n O H T A LL ROUND. 


Ohioaoo, Sept. IT, 1871 
To an observer fresh from tho East, who haa 
traversed the Northwestern States bound solely to 
know what the probabUlUes may be InthePresl- 
dcnUal oampalgn, the sltnation here Is somewhat 
a dilemma, and more a novelty. It is certain that 
the Groeleyltes are making a better organization 
and a bolder fight In tho Northwest than In tho 
Middle SUtes. 
Nothing In political history la 
cleverer, clearer and strongor than their 
ONSET IN ILLINOIS 
against the administration. In some respects Illi­ 
nois is tbe moat advanced state In the Repabllc. It 
has an exceedingly homogeneous people. What 
used to be called “Egypt” baa become assimilated 
in tone and olvilizatlon with tho Northern two- 
tblrda of tho Commonwealth. Tho olty of Chicago 
exercises an entirely Independent Uffiucnce over 
the entire State, and tho New York Journals arc 
Ukcu here less than in any other groat railroad 
centro. 
A NEW STATE CONSTITDTION 
Is about to go into operation In Illinois, which will, 
tor the first time In the history of the country, give 
minority representation. 
By tho same constitu­ 
tion winch decrees minority representation the 
SUte oflUlnols is divided Into districts upon an 
oqulUble plan, which to a largo extent destroys 
the republican prenonderanco, and puU It In the 
power of the democrats and Germans collectively 
to make a majority of both bodies of the SUte 
Legislature and elect a United SUtes Senator. At 
tho present outlook, therefore. It would appear 
nearly cerUln that Lyman Trumbull is to have six 
years further of service lu the fedeul Senate. 
TBE 8ENATOBSIIIP 19 TUB PBIZB 
Of contention thronghont the State. 
Grant and 
Greeley arc relatively of Uttio account hero. Illinois 
Is a free-trade State, and tho bulk of the Greeley- 
Ites have no patience In their candidate’s expres­ 
sions on tho subject of tho Uriil. General Grant, 
although nominally a citizen of Illinois, Is, If possi­ 
ble, more unpopular here than in the District of 
Columbia, whore he resides. Among the soldiery 
of minois he has tow colleagues, compatrioU and 
supporters, and the civil community has not 
viewed with any great satisfaction his Presidency. 
This may account for his sustained absence In tho 
East every Bummer, instead of coming to his own, 
whero bis own may not be forward to receive him. 
lu the SUte of Ullnols, therefore, the l-resldential 
issue Is a nominal Issue altogether. 
Greeley 
ought hereafter to have the highest considera­ 
tion for tho free traders. In that they are giving 
him that wholesome and magnanimous support 
which be never aooorded to their propositions in 
poUtlosl economy when it was no penalty for hhn 
to do BO. The fret traders are piling ooals of fire 
npon his head, they are roi^ilng all the glory of 
thla campaign on Greeley’s side and organizing a 
new party of the Northwest, which they feel confi­ 
dent is to sweep the csuntry four years hence, 
whether it docs so at present or not. 
To an Eastern observer the position of things In 
this great and fertUe SUte, tne third In the Union 
in population and the seoopd in public foroe, clearly 
reveals a complete rffvolntlDn In political thought 
and public motiva. The large oitlea of Illinois, 
which were formerly tho bulwarks of the ropubUcan 
party, aro 
ENTIRBLT REVOLOTIONIZED, 
and are ready to give majorities against it. 
The 
strong probability la that Chicago, which has now 
three Congressmen, will elect all three against the 
administration. Sprlngfleld, the State capital, which 
la the recipient not only of tho monument of Lin­ 
coln, but of a noble state edifice which will last 200 
years, Is dead set against tho President elected 
from within tho borders of Illinois. 
The city of 
Qnlnoy Is staunchly democratic, and tho demo' 
cratlo party of Illinois, without prevarication of 
any sort, has adopted Greeley as its candidate, and 
pushes on to be the progressive party of tho conn- 
try. Two years from thla time, as all tho posrditll- 
ties stand, tho democratic party of the West 
will have oaten np Its record, and bo prepared 
to take tbe lead in public questions. 
It has 
become within two years, a reading party rather 
than a voting party, and gives snpport to the news­ 
papers with as much reliable certainty as even the 
repnbUcan party. Hence, those Journals In liunols 
who have abandoned General Grant, show better 
ledgers and day books than the old-time papers 
which expected to get their support solely from 
their loyalty. 
THE rCBLIC LEADERS CONTRASTED. 
In common with tbe rest of tbe country, Illinois 
Is destitute of extraordinarily great men, but it 
takes rank with New York and Massachusetts In 
the Independence of its leaders; and of these, In 
general consideration, Richard Oglesby and John 
A. Logan lead tfle Grant party, and Lyman Trum­ 
bull and John M. Palmer lead the republican oppo­ 
sition. 
A study of these'tonr men, to be entirely just and 
thonghtlul, should not be hasty. It is tolerably 
clear that tho best public man ever produced In 
Illinois Is Trumbull. He has some weak elements, 
amo ng wnicn are a lack of enthusiasm and of ap­ 
parent sympathy, Bnt as a politician he la bolu 
and sanguine, and believes that work In the end 
will beat tolth. He has accomplished more In the 
West than Thomas H. Benton or Stephen A. Douglas. 
Had It been possible for nopular elections to dis­ 
criminate between men of force and men of inspl- 
ratloR, Abraham Uncoln would have stayed at 
homo 
and Lyman 
Trumhull 
have 
ascended 
10 tbe Presidency. 
lint Lincoln was one of 
the miraculous accidents of political conventions, 
and Trumhull was overcast by tho power of his 
own public services. 
Trumbull to-day stands 
higher in the West intellectually than ever before, 
and even If he be beaten tor the Senate, he will 
still bo the supreme commander of the ramp of 
observation In the supreme State of the West. He 
Is the author of the liberal party as It stands. He 
also was the author of the antl-Ncbraska demo­ 
cratic party which preceded Abraham Lincoln. 
The Cincinnati Convention was the last-brgotten 
emanation of tho Pprtngflcld anti-Nebraska Con­ 
vention which sprung the name of Trumhull upon 
the State Legislature flfteon years before. Mr. 
Trumbull is not only hopetol bnt confident tuat 
Grautlsm will be wiped out of the State and 
KOEKNEB Br ELECTED OOVERNOB. 
Tills candidate on the part of the democrats and 
Ubsrnls Is a mild, docile and liitcdllgent Uerinan, 
who camo to America iMifore many of the readers 
of tho New Yoke Herald were born. 
Ho was not 
of the crop of revolutionists of 1S48, bnt preceded 
them by about fifteen years, and settled In the 
town of Bellville, where Trumbull was then also a 
resident. Kocrner was t.rought to the surlace sev­ 
eral years ago and made Llentonant Governor of 
tho State, and he showed that sense of fine fidelity 
and native comsclentlousnesa wlilch made him a 
tower of strength among the moral German 
classes. 
At first ho was not delighted with 
the nomination of Greeley at Cincinnati, but 
having been longer In the country than most of tbe 
Germans he comprehended the processes of politi­ 
cal conventions, raised hla hand and gave In his 
adhesion among the earliest. He la an abstemious, 
modest man, and tho campaign that he has miwle 
through tho cities and towns of Illinois might well 
shame our American stump speakers by the soft­ 
ness of his Impeachment of others and the fine and 
pleaaant breadth of charity he exhlblta.

American people owe to Koemer tbe highest of 
revived and moderate examples set to them In 
political campalgna.

LOOAN BRAZENS IT. 
Logan Is the least oenslstent, the most defying 
and probably tbe least disinterested personal leader 
In the Northwest. Nature designed him apparently 
for an Indian, bnt he is In rtaUty of wild pro- 
slavery Irish descent. He can yell or humor as ho 
Is ordered, and It bas taken np a considerable por­ 
tion of his publio career lor the last ten or twelve 
years to stump for tho repubUcun party In doubtful 
States, at a good high figure paid tor his services. 
Just before the war ho was a rampant rebel, aud 
even threatened, and. It Is said, undertook to ralso 
a regiment of troope In Southern Dllnola for tho 
rebel army, to capture Chicago and Indianapolis. 
Tbe first secret orders establl^ed in the Northwest 
claim to have acknowledged Logan as their chape­ 
ron. 
He had qnarrolled with Douglas on tho 
Breckinridge Issoe, and demanded that the North 
be Sontbernlzcd In order to make hla maiorltles 
sure. As the war spirit developed and Illinois 
turned oat a thoroughly Union State, Logan took 
the best opportunltyTo tumble luto Hue, and being 
a good dealllke Grant In conviviality, poker play­ 
ing, Ac., he toll under the eye of that obtuse captain 
and came ont of the campaign nearly eminent. Ho 
was elected to the United ^ t e a Senate in part by 
the advocacy of bis able wife, who enjoys the best 
consideration in tne Northwest, and talked In hla 
Interest among the t^ringfleld people. Logan was 
very feroctons against Grant until nearly at the 
period of tbe Baltimore Oonventlon, when he got 
possession of all the patronage of llUnols and then 
shrank back to the party. 
Trambull and Logan were on good terms tor more 
than a year, but Trumbull Is naturally on Inde­ 
pendent man and suspected Logan several months 
before his last defection. 
Trumbull used to say 
thatLogun WHS “a dog.” 
Logan retorted by tho 
general expression that TrumBull “only had to put 
Ills foot Into a bucket of water to freeze It.” 
Logan’s proposition against Trumbull Is purely 
myohologtoal and Is his only flight In that direction. 
Logan has been laboring for many years to get 
some possessions, and has got them at last In 
Chicago real estate, while Trumhull. who has tow 
wants and is, therefore, ludepeudeut, has property 
worth not above $100,000. 
The power of Logan on tho stump Is In his com­ 
pass of voice, hitting off commonplace apprehen­ 
sions with a raging plausibility of statement and 
addressing that bird which uueousclously presides 
over our destlnles, the carved and gawky eaglo. 
luigan’s humor la broad story telling; his Invective 
Is wild, like a canal boatman's apostrophe to the 
landscape when the mnlea go slow. He is no sinis­ 
ter being, aud ui often quite hearty and Interesting 
In converse, but Do never falls upon a large Idea 
either by accident or search, alms to be elected 
and not to elevate, and lives In tho boisterous 
passion of public employment. Such men only 
break up parties from strong rosentineut, and Join 
them when powcrftil wlthoot any lingering affbc- 
tlons of cousistoncy. As a public man Logan Is 
most eminent when bold, unlllncliiiig, magisterial 
things need to be done, such os the expulsion of 
tho cadet sellers from Congress. Ho is making a 
good fight for Ornnt’s re-election, aud his men fill 
all the places not occupied by tbe I’resldent’a 
friends. 
JOnit A. PALMER, 
the present Governor of the State, Is the only re­ 
publican at the head of a republican Commonwealth 
who has Grocleyi/.od. He Is a persuasive, suild- 
looklng, tornier-llke lawyer, with personal valor, os 
Shown In good soldiery, and with democratic ten­ 
dencies. He belongs to the loatlcrs of the second 
column of the men of resistance, and his Judgment 
Is not uniformly good as to tho time for movement. 
But he Is in every respect honorable and high of 
spirit, and it Is amusing, even in this ago, to see 
the loollshness of partisan noise aud prophecy over 
such a man, who is aiwaya bound to have the re­ 
spect of his neighbors iand to obtain high tome In 
the history of his BMAa. In the civil history of HU- 
noU ITesldcnt Grant, although a citizen of It, will 
not take rank with half a dozen of Its Governors, 
who have mooellotl It, Improved It and given 
It a Commonwealth spirit worthy of its soil. 
Tho 
present 
President of tho United States 
Is tho only one either elected or nominated for the 
office who has not a history of public Bcrvices as 
the citizen of some one Commonwealth. Ho has 
federalized, because he had no btete to claim citi­ 
zenship in. McClellan had been a civil engineer in 
Important State enterprises, and Harrison, Taylor 
and Cass were developers of the Territories and 
States whence they were nominated. 
John A. 
Palmer was the Idol a tow years ago of the same 
narrow party spirit, which sought with his name to 
drag TmmbuU out df the Senate. There was not a 
mean word said against Trumbull at tho time by 
hlstradncers wWoh did not huinlUate them ; and 
now he has drawn hU whilom rival. Palmer, Into 
accord with him, os ho will compel tho ultimate 
verdict of IHluols to admit that ne has been the 
chief biography of the State. 
Mr. Lincoln lu the 
same line of life would have been relatively weak, 
as Trumbull, in IJnooln's elevation, would have 
lacked light and shade of character. But Trumbull 
was the everlasting worrier and breaker of Douglas 
at home and ho has been a creative politician, pro­ 
posing things os well as merely adjustiug them, 
aud yet has kept bis democratic conviction with 
the tenacity of that Puritan «•esbyterlunlsm he 
oonfessea. lIUuols is atlll a democratic Mate, as It 
always was before tbe war, and when Bourbunlsni 
shall expire In the democratic party, so tiuit it will 
be respectable to be a democrat, Ililnots will in­ 
evitably be antt-wlilg again.

MAYOR MRDILL A FEDERALIST. 
The Mayor of C'liicago, Joseph Medlll, Is one of the 
most Interesting public characters of the State. Ho 
was born In Maine, and his birthplace was ex­ 
patriated when they ran tho Ashburton line. Ho 
moved to Ohio when a child, worked at printing, 
aud finally begun a newspaper called the Forest 
CUV at Cleveland, In 1862. It is rather memorable 
that Horace Greeley was Instrumental In sending 
MediU to Chicago. The latter applied to him for 
advice as a Junior to a world-renowned Senior, and 
Greeley said, “Go West. Chicago Is your point. Get 
a newspaper there.” I havo this from Mr. Medlll’s 
own lips. Greeley also advised Horace White, now 
editor of the Chicago Trtoune, not to take a desk In 
the New York Tribune, office. Bald Greeley 
“I can give you a situation here, but you want a 
better onportunlty to develop, llaug on at Chi­ 
cago; that’s the placel” 
Here, certainly, arc two sueeessfai examples ol 
the soundness of Mr. Greeley’s iwllcy I 
Mr. Medlll Is one of the moat suggestive men In 
the country and an excellent and honest Mayor. 
Ho was Instrumental In making the new State con­ 
stitution, and Is one of Matt. Carpenter’s half a 
dozen “schoolmasters’’ who were to fix up a civil 
service reform which should conduce to morals, 
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lded It did not disturb the party. Mr. Medlll’s 
ion appears to be that anything which dts- 
!d the party also disturbs morals, for ho Is for 
General Grant’s election at tho present writing, 
says that the State will give him 2ft,ouO majority, 
and thinks that Greeley fllcKers about In tho bogs 
of political understanding.

“Yos,” answered Forrester, “and It la not a pleas- 
ant kind of curiosity either, but 1 have to thank 
tho newspapers for that.” 
“Yes, I suppose so.” 
“If that waa all they did I wouldn’t so much mind, 
but they lied about mo most outrageously.” 
“1 saw tho other day a stetoment to tho effect 
that you were born in tho parish of Lafourche, 
La., oil tho 16th of August, 1838.” 
“That was not the truth. I was bom in Glasgow, 
Scotland, on the Slat of December, New Year’s Eve, 
in 1888, and brought up at a place called Dumbar­ 
ton, about fifteen miles bolow Glasgow, on the 
Clyde.”

It is not because these two Now England 
States went republican by large*majorities Üiat 
creates surprise; it is the circumstanoee under 
which this state of things was brought about 
that invest these eleotions with peculiar inter­ 
est 
For weeks prior to the days of election 
(in 
Vermont 
September 
1, 
in 
Maine 
on tho 9th) it was confidently predicted that 
tho secession from the regular republican 
ranks would be so formidable ae to create a 
panic in the old parly, and that a stampede 
would follow, which, joining with the demo­ 
cratic foroes, would sweep the republicans from 
their strongholds. For example, in the State of 
Vermont it was predicted by tho liberal lead­ 
ers that at least flfreon thonsand would leave 
the republicans and join hands with the demo­ 
crats; that at least one hundred ooalitionisls 
would be elected to the Legislature, thus pLao- 
ingM r. Morrill’s re-eleotion io the United 
States Senate in jeopardy, for he is not uni­ 
versally popular with his own party, and that 
the republican majority for Governor would 
be so reduced os to give encouragement to the 
anti-administration movement all over the 
country, especially in Maine. 
But tho re­ 
sult 
proved 
tho fallacy 
of 
these cal­ 
culations. 
Mr. 
Converse, 
the 
republican 
candidate for Governor, was elected by a 
majority that astonished the republicans them­ 
selves, and the coalitionists, instead of having 
one hundred members of the Legislature, were 
obliged to content themselves with about 
twenty. 
If there had been less boasting and 
more organization among the liberals and 
democrats the result might have been differ­ 
ent. 
As it was, tho returns showed that tho 
organization of the regular republicans was 
perfect, and that when the liberals went to the 
polls they were so mortified at the appearance 
of their shattered forces and the lukewarmness 
of their demooratio allies that they inconti­ 
nently threw down their arms and were glad 
to be allowed to re-enter thoir old repub­ 
lican camps. 
From observation we do not 
think there was much Washington money 
used in the Vermont canvass (no Congressmen 
having to bo elected), although it is well 
known that tho expenses of naturalizing foreign 
voters were more liberally paid by the repub­ 
licans than by the allies opposed to them. 
In tho State of Maine a number of causes 
contributed to cement the republican party and 
help it along on the high road to a very re­ 
markable victory, particularly in the Congres­ 
sional districts. 
In the first place, the repub­ 
licans held all the State and federal offices, in­ 
cluding revenue assessors, collectors, inspec­ 
tors, clerks and the iimumerable army of other 
officials that so admimbly helps to keep up tho 
exi>en8es of the government and to furnish 
tried bread and butter veterans in periods of 
political contests like that just passed. 
In 
Maine, unlike Vermont, a large amount of 
Washington money was spent to sooure the 
Congre.«sional districts. 
It was no unusual 
thing to hear a Washington agent, pointing to 
a respectable looking rustic on a country 
road, say, “I have been in tho habit of 
paying that man three 
dollars for 
his 
vote; I have now to pay him five.” 
To an­ 
other, “I used to pay that man five dollars for 
his vote; I have now to pay him ten.” 
This 
money, we have no reason to doubt, was ex­ 
pressly used for the purpose named—to secure 
the Congressmen at all hazards; for the party 
managers did not know how far that famous 
“tidal wave” might extend, even if it did not, 
mayhap, overwhelm themselves in a political 
torrent. 
As parly workers the republicans 
had an immense advantage over tho allies. 
Led by that adroit tactician, Speaker Blaine, 
every town was canvassed, the weak-kneed 
threatened, the impecunious 
tickled, 
the 
doubtlul 
cajoled 
with 
promises of of­ 
fice 
and cash 
in hand. 
Tho State was 
overrun 
with 
able 
speakers, 
so 
that 
there 
was 
a 
gathering 
in 
almost 
every prominent town on every day and night 
imiuediately preceding the election. 
Tho re­ 
publican committees hospitably enterUiiucd 
their visiting speakers, had good music, fire­ 
works—but no “ fire-water” —and kept up the 
party fires until tho pine woods were all 
ablaze. 
On the other hand the democrats 
had comparatively few speakers, who, although 
unusually popular and capable, wore unable 
to cover the State as it should bo in so im­ 
portant a campaign, and were blessed with a 
State Executive Committee that was p.articu- 
larly conspicuous for its impocumosity. 
So 
dlstinguished was it in this particular that it 
suffered a principal speaker, an ex-Governor 
of an adjoining State, on one occasion, after an 
open-air night speech in a co’intry village, to 
retire to his bed in his hotel in Portland 
without being accommodated with a cup 
of tea that he had applied for. 
To bo 
sure, the democrats did not hold tho purse- 
strings of official patronage, in either State or 
federal connection; but it w'ould seem from all 
wc hear that a little more liberality and hospi­ 
tality on tho part of the democratic managers 
would have infused more euthuiiftsm in lUo | 
canvass on their side and possibly tended to 
produce a dificrent result. 
Again, there were 
many democrats who positively refused to 
countouance, by their votes at this State clcc- 
tif)u, the bargain and transfer of their politi­ 
cal faith at Baltimore, and from that cause 
tho republicans perhaps gained as many votes 
from the demooratio ranks as they lost by the 
secession of tho disafi’ected from their own. | 
Furthermore, the republican speakers

An In terv iew w ith Ism nU Pnclut. 
We print elsewhere in our columns this 
morning a highly interesting letter from tho 
Hbra i.d’s correspondent in Cairo. 
It is the 
result of on interview held with the Yiceroy of 
Egypt, and contains many points of interest 
for tho general reader. 
The oorroqpondent to 
whom Ismail Pacha so graciously accorded an 
interview had just returned ftrom his travels 
up the Nile, whither he hod gone on tho trail 
of Sir Samuel Baker's expedition. 
Tho meet­ 
ing between the H k b ald ’b representative and 
tho Egyptian Viceroy took place in the Abdin 
Palace, the favorite retreat of the Khedive. 
Tho acting C|)nsul General of the, United 
States was present during the conversation, 
which naturally enough dwelt principally on 
Sir Samuel Baker’s exploits in the interior 
of the Continent. 
After a few preliminary 
questions regarding the health of the H zb ald 
correspondent during his travel up the Nile 
and acroiis tho deserts which lay in his path 
the Viceroy reviewed, in 
rother vigorous 
language, the polioy pursued by Sir Samuel 
Baker. His Highneas is evidently not satisfied 
with tho work performed by his white Pacha. 
In a letter published some time since in the 
H e ra ld it was asserted that Baker’s policy 
was not highly approved by tho Viceroy, and 
rumors 
at the 
time 
prevailed in Cairo 
that 
ho 
was 
about 
to 
be 
rccoUod. 
The matter, 
however, 
dropped; at least 
nothing more became publicly known on the 
subject imtil it appears again in Ismail 
Pacha’s conversation with our representative. 
“Samuel Baker,” says tho Khedive, “went to 
the White Nile to create, not to destroy com­ 
merce. 
Instead of increasing our trade there 
ho has nearly destroyed it. 
Travelling is not 
safe along the lino of the river, tho tribes are 
in hostility to the government and we find our 
dominion under his war of conquest uusafer, 
uusoonder than if he had not gone there at 
all. 
Formerly our Empire extended to Gon- 
dokoro and beyond; now it is not increased 
by any 
annexation 
by 
Samuel Baker. 
You 
observed, 
perhaps, 
that 
com­ 
merce 
was 
dead 
there?” 
In 
answer 
to 
the 
last 
inquiry 
the 
correspondent 
admitted that the merchants in the interior 
were all complaining, and as for trade, there 
was scarcely any at aU. 
It is easy to imagine 
that in this summing up of the results 
of Baker’s expedition 
the Viceroy spoke 
with an emphasis which fully expressed tho 
conviction that tho expedition is a failure. 
But may not His highness have judged too 
hastily tho whole conduct of his lieutenant? 
Baker himself has not had an opportunity to 
make his explanations. 
Tho obliteration of 
commerce, the stirring up of bitter feuds 
among the untaught blacks of the interior, 
the unsafety of travel and all the other ills 
which follow in the train of such consequences 
have, no doubt, impressed upon tho Viceroy 
the belief that not only is Baker’s mission 
a failure but that it was a mistake. 
VTiero 
Egj-pt endeavored to 
cultivate friendship 
hatred and dread has been instilled. 
True, 
tho slave trade is abolished, but it should 
be remembered that it was almost dead 
at tho time of Baker’s interference. 
Isolated 
and cut off from his base of supplies, even if 
it was possible for him to bo effectively aided, 
Baker’s position is most dangerous, a fact fully 
appreciated at Cairo. 
Turning from this subject 
the Viceroy 
entered upon a 
more cheery topic. 
To 
make his country groat, progressive and pros­ 
perous is tho aim and ambition of Ismail 
Pacha. 
Tho railroad ontorprises he has in 
view, the agricultural schemes he ha.s in con­ 
templation, the reforms ho has resolved on 
were pithily discussed in tho course of con­ 
versation. 
Tho cultivation of cotton and 
sugar, especially the former, will in the course 
of a little time yield a rich revenue to Egypt. 
The building of six hundred and seventy-five 
miles of railroad to tho Soudan will bo 
called into requisition to transport all tho 
products of India which can be grown and 
worked there. 
With evident pleasure, and 
not without enthusiasm, tho Viceroy refer­ 
red to tho prospective future of his coun­ 
try. 
“ A railway will connect 
the Nile 
with tho Red Sea. 
Tho same influences which 
have brought prosperity to tho doors of the 
humblest fclLah iu Lower Egjqjt to-dj\y will 
invado t^o S yu^n with tiie locomotive, an^ 
th.i 
you have soon in savagery and 
poverty, will, I trust, in ten years become a 
thrifty, united community.” 
Many other subjects were broached, among 
them the position of foreign consuls iu Egypt. 
The subject lias been referred to before in I 
those columns, and tho Viceroy’s complaints . 
are not without rer-n^m. 
Tlio power of the j 
press was duly acknowledged in tho compli­ 
ment paid to Htauley, the discoverer of Living- i 
stone, and tho dosiro of His Highness to main­ 
tain friendly relations with tho H e ra ld , ‘‘whose 
puissance,” said he, “I well know.”

Whatever may be thought of tho propriety 
of Mr. Greeley going round the country making 
speeches while he is a candidate for President 
of the United States no one can say truly that 
he does not speak well.

vantage over General Grant, if any advantage 
is to be derived from it. He seems to improve, 
too, 08 he goes along. 
His speeches which we 
published yesterday, deUvered at Oinoinn^iti 
and iu Kentucky, ore clear, logioat and, for 
tho most part, show sound views of the 
financial and political situation of the country. 
While we do not take any partisan side in the 
Presidential campaign we spore no expense in 
laying before the people the views of all sides, 
and particularly of the candidates and lead­ 
ing men 
of 
the country, 
leaving 
the 
public 
to 
decide 
the 
merit of 
what 
is 
said 
and 
the 
issues. 
Hence

telegraphed nearly three columna of 
closely printed matter of the sayings and 
doings of Mr. Greeley in the West, and pub­ 
lished them yesterday, as we publish, in fact, 
from day to day the speeches and movements 
of all parties in every portion of the Republic.

founded or not, of tho business community, 
lie expressed his disapproval of the continued 
interference with business by the action of the 
government, or, rather, by the action of the 
Secretary of tho Treasury; and, wh*lo he did 
not pretend to decide what is best to be done 
in the financial crises periodically ooourring in 
Wall street, he concluded that business men 
and business interests should take care of 
themselves without direct government inter­ 
ference. 
Ho thinks the country will find a

On the whole these late 
views of Mr. Greeley on financial matters are 
more practical and considerate than it was 
supposed he entertained.

Tho words, compulsory civil marriage 
by tho State, pos-iosscd an attr.action, no doubt;

Then the restoration of 
ohurohes to ths Old OathoUo priesthood-this 
smells of the “fleehpots.” 
A satirioal. per­ 
haps irreligious, writer in England said that 
the wealth and ohuroh property of the Roman 
Oatholio episoopaijy tended vastly to the Pro­ 
testant Reformation. 
The reason of the dis­

reminded his hearers that religion is not like 
an umbrella, to be used on a rainy day and 
then laid aside.

Cheney, it is the duty of sinners, os well as 
Christians, to preach and to try to turn thoir 
fellow sinners toward God.

love and human love are so intimate that the 
one follows close on the heels of the other in 
the heart of the penitent, end they go hand in 
hand in the heart of the believer.

morning. Mr. Davis had been prostrated by illness 
during the past four weeks, and was carried off by 
tho result of tho attack—gangrene of tho lungs. 
He was In tho seventy-second year of his age. 
Garrett Davis was born at Mount Stirling, Ky., 
September lO, 1801. lie received an English and 
classical education. WhUo yet a boy he was em­ 
ployed as a writer In tho County and circuit c«mrtq.

^ thé most intimate personal and political friends 
of that statesman. In 1864 ho was appointed 
a regent of the Smithsonian Institution, to 
servo until December, 1865. When the ncntralify of 
Kentucky was first, threatened by secession, and 
some ot hor sons uoped to drag her out of tho 
Union, Mr. Davis labored with woiulerfnl porse- 
venince to arm the loyal men of the State ami 
place them In a position to defend tliemselvcs. 
Through his cxeri Ions tho Federal government was 
linlncod to send weai»onslnto the counties whero 
tho strongentdlsailcctlon exisic.l,and thus» revolt 
was checked at a time when Us Instigators wcro 
most sanguine of success.

Before lie left tho public service In Kentucky ho 
had advanced so high as a forensic debater ami 
skilful parllmentary lacflclan, that ho was re­ 
garded as ono of tlio very foremost of the whig 
leaders. 
His health forced him out of Congres­ 
sional life. nut ever since his retirement ho has 
had a leailing part In shaplng the .state policy, and 
no Importiint movement has been ina<lo wiUiout 
umifliiiLlfiir him. 
AH a public speaker he was very cogent and 
forcible. He was nominated for the Senate by but 
one majority ov. r Hon. James Giitjirle, Secretary 
of the Treasury under Presldont, Piotee. BIr. Davis 
wasalHiut five feet five Inche.s In hclglii.

It Is thought that 
IB some departments, notably dry goods, the dis­ 
tribution this season wlU he greater than ever 
heretofore recorded. The spasmodic movement of 
the gold and money markots hindered but did not 
check the export movement of domestic produce, 
the outgo lor the week having been nearly a quarter 
Of « million dollars In excess of the previous week. 
The warmer weather toward the close of the week 
retarded the nptown trade, and retailers are dis­ 
posed to complain of dulness. The first north wmd 
VUI doubtless put them In good-humor again. 
THE WEEK IN WALL STREET. 
It Is not often that so many exciting events have 
heen crowded within the brief space of a week as 
during the one Jnst closed. Money was “ locked 
■p,” gold was “ squeezed” and Erie w as“ cor- 
hered” In a grand triple encounter of speculative 
combinations. The beginning of the excitement 
was In Erie, which was suddenly “ cornered” and 
made worth a half per cent a day on its par 
value for use in speculative deliveries.

operation was conducted by “ the Germans,” 
M the street briefly designates the foreign 
brokers 
and bankers doing 
bosluess 
along 
the line of Exchange place running eastward trom 
the corner of Broad street. The parties most con- 
BplcnouBly “Short” of Erie were Messrs. Smith & 
Gonld, a copartnership with a weakness for specu­ 
lative sales of this stock which has been many 
times conspicnons in the history of the street.

This Interference 
brought in a new disposition of the artillery of the 
contending parties, the clique suddenly turning 
tbelr attention to the money market, which they 
tightened with amercUess squeeze with a view to 
compelling the Germans and Mr. Drew to let go 
their hold of Erie, the latter gentleman being. In 
their opinion, most likely to readily succumb to this 
Strategy because of his heavy holdings of Wabash, 
Canton and tiulcksllver, which he could not afford 
to throw Into a panic for the sake of carrying out 
bm designs in Erie.

THE BANK STATEMENT. 
As a consequence of the “ locking up” operations 
of the clique, the weekly statement of the asso­ 
ciated banks proved very unfavorable, and those 
Institutions are now, In their aggregate condition, 
$832.475 below the limit of reserve which the law 
requires them to keep on hand, this occasion being 
the second lu their history that the legal line baa 
been encroached upon, tbe other having been 
daring the crisis of last October, pending the panic 
following the fire at Chicago. It Is true the deficit 
la not large; but the fact of a deficit at all Is some­ 
thing that the well-regulated financial mind would 
have been shocked at a few years or even a year ago. 
But a precedent having been made last October, when 
the enormous expansion of the banks rendered them 
readily susceptible to the dangers of a panic, and the 
Impairment of the legal reserve on that occasion hav­ 
ing been allowed to pass without rebuke from the 
Secretary of the Treasury, the banks glided Into a 
similar condition Saturday without exciting as much 
sensation In WaU street as would be made by the 
playing of a hand-organ before the door of the 
Stock Exchange. The luckless “bears” shook their 
heads sagely and prophesied the direst calamities 
as coming, but the ‘ bulls” sunned themselves In 
the mellow sunlight of the beautiful FaU weather, 
derided their forebodings and pointed to the ease 
lu money and tbe strength of tbe stock market. 


THE CHIEF FEATURES 
of the statement are a decrease of about eight 
and a half millions In deposits, made op of a con­ 
traction of nearly four millions In loans and a loss 
of nearly four milUons in legal reserve, the 
decrease In greenbacks bcUig over $3,800,000. 
The decrease in specie Is so small In face of the 
heavy customs payments of the week and the “lock­ 
ing up” operations of the clique that the explanation 
suggests Itself that the Canadian banks sent us a 
great deal of gold during the week to earn the high 
rates It was worth, and hence the InablUty of the 
clique to keep up the stringency. The statement 
was regarded as an Illustration of the very worst 
the clique could effect, and hence the seemingly 
paradoxical strength of the stock market after its 
publication.

The uselessneBS of the torpedo boat which was 
launched at the Navy Yard three weeks ago was 
fully demonstrated on Thursday last by an acci­ 
dent which, had It not been in good time dis­ 
covered, would have resulted in the death by suf­ 
focation of three mechanics. It appears that, after 
the board of officers who had been experi­ 
menting with the torpedo nad adjourned for 
the day, and while the men on the boat were a^ 
tending to some work in the hold, she suddenly 
sank and went to the bottom. It fortunately hap­ 
pened that tue hatch was closed and that the vessel 
was not filled with water. The greatest excite­ 
ment prevailed in the yard as soon as the news was 
circulated, and it was expected that the men in 
her would be smothered. 
Captain Ranson and 
other officers soon arrived on the spot, and 
measures 
were 
taken 
to aid 
the impris­ 
oned beings in the torpedo. The yard diver 
was summoned, and he immediately descended 
to the bottom, to ascertain the state of alTairs. It 
was discovered that the torpedo was powerless to 
raise Itself to the surface, and fears were for a 
time entertained that the men would be suffocated, 
a.4 tbe vessel lay partly embedded in tbe mud. ▲ 
large force of men were at once put on the floating 
shears or hydranUc derrick, and it being placed in 
position over the spot by the aid of the diver, 
chains were made fast around It and efforts were 
commenced to raise the marine monster with Its 
cargo of human beings. 
Hy this time a messenger had been dispatched to 
Surgeon Rhoades, the medical officer of the yard, 
who, attended by 3Ir. J. H. Bcllingliam, with a gal­ 
vanic battery and other remedial agents, were 
quickly on the spot. It was fully expected that the 
experiments on the torpedo bad resulted fatally, 
but after two hours’ hard work the vessel was 
raised, and, to the great joy of every one, 
the 
men 
were 
found 
alive, 
though 
in 
a terrible 
state 
of 
fear. 
It providentially 
happened 
that the supply 
of 
compressed 
air with which the vessel is supplied in air-tight 
tanks was not exhausted and had saved the men’s 
lives. Had not the steam derrick been at hand 
there is no doubt entertained that the men in the 
torpedo boat wonld have met with a sad fate. 
The Naval Constructor, Mr. P. B. Delano, has ex- 
pre.-sed his disapproval of the vessel In very strong 
terms, and he is no doubt of the same opinion as 
other naval authorities. 
On Saturday the French Admiral of the frigate 
Mlnerve, attended by Captain Du Pin de Saint An- 
dri- and his staff, visited the yard and Inspected the 
various workshops in detail, as well as the vessels 
on the «locks. He examined the torpedo boat and 
descended into her hold, but it is not known what 
opinion he entertained of the vessel. In the even­ 
ing he paid his respects to Vice Admiral Rowan, 
who held a reception in his honor. The Vermont 
band was in attendance under leadership of Mr. P, 
AU.

A D esdi; Blinr at Ofllcisl Frauds 
in Hoboken. 


A OitiMiur A8Boei«tion Organized-Energetic 
UprizUif of th* Plnadored Property Ownen 
Against tho OppremiYe Burden of Taza^ 
tion-BeranM of What Political Bui. 
era Hap* D<m« to Hobokon. 


Within the past few years the city of Hoboken has 
become the victim of an amount of official oormptlon 
and fraud which, though neoessarUy inferior in ex- 
to the poltilcal depravity of her sister cities, is 
nevertheless well calculated to excite public sym 
patby for her suffering taxpayers. The citizens of 
Hoboken are chiefly those wbo, by patient indus­ 
try, have made moacrate provision for their fami­ 
lies. Thousands of them cress the river daily 
to New 
York to enable them to preserve 
that status in life. In Hoboken they sought 
a refuge from the oppression of taxation and the 
enormous price of property in neighboring cities. 
For a considerable time they were not disappointed 
in their hopes. A few years ago tho men who 
clambered to poUtical power, instead of Improving 
and beautifying tbe streeM already Inhabited, 
commenced tbe premature Improvement of tbe 
waste land known as the Meadows. This was the 
same as If the New York city government of fifty 
years ago were to improve the ground whereon 
the Central Park now stands. Tbe laying out of 


UNNBXDBD STREETS 
was commenced in Hoboken, in the Interest of 
men who have by this timo accumulated fortunes 
thereby. But if the people were only to be bur 
dened with tho legitimate expenses of the work 
done there would not be so much cause of com­ 
plaint Such has not been the cose. For instance, 
tbe property owners along tbe line of Thirteenth 
street were induced by agents of tbe ring to peti­ 
tion for the formation of said street, such petition 
being necessary In accordance with the provisions 
of the charter. The consent of the property owners 
was obtained, it is alleged, by fraud in two ways. 
First—The surveyor declared that 12,700 cubic 
yards of earth would be sufficient to form the 
street, at a cost of about $26,000. Secondly—The 
untutored property owners were told that a rail­ 
road was to be run across the property, and that 
in order to enhance the value of the lots it was 
necessary to have tbe street laid out. One of the 


UEMBERS OF THE RING 
in order to procure the signature of one of the 
pi operty owners to the petition, pretended to be 
about to purchase one of the lots and paid a de­ 
posit of $10 thereon. This sum he afterwards wll. 
Ilngly forfeited, having accomplished his real de­ 
sign. Now, when Thirteenth street had been laid 
out, it was found, as already published in tbe 
IlERALC, that, instead of 12,700 yards, there 
nad been 
47,000 yards 
of 
earth used in 
filling 
in 
the 
street, 
and 
the 
cost 
would reach $96,500. All this “Improvement” 
and expenditure were authorized by a majority of 
the Common CouncR. At the present day, alter all 
the “improvements,” tho entire property to be as­ 
sessed along Thirteenth street would not sell for 
more than $40,000. That Is, the property-owners 
arc assessed lu twice the amount their property .is 
worth. Mr. Charles Spielmann owns a few lots for 
which, alter paying $4,000 assessment on them, he 
could not get more than $2,000. Hence, the owners 
of the lots are to have their

and even tlien the whole city will be saddled with 
an extra tax of $66,000 to complete the payment of 
the expenses of Improvement. In order to avert 
this calamity Mr. Spielmann, suspecting that tho 
last figures given by tbe surveyor were not correct, 
caused the earth which had been put on Hje street 
to be remeasured, wben he came to tho conclusion 
that there had not been anytlilng like 47,000 cublo 
yards placed thereon. He then made these rep­ 
resentations 
to 
the 
Supreme 
Court, 
and 
emphasized 
the 
statement that the 
origi­ 
nal 
consent 
of 
the 
property 
owners 
to 
the improvement had been obtained through fraud. 
The result was that the Supreme Court Issued a 
writ of certiorari, which restrains the city fl-om 
paying the cost of the improvement of Thirteenth 
street. 
In the laying out of Fifteenth and 
Eighteenth streets similar blunders have been 
made by the surveyor. The citizens themselves 
are partially responsible for those misdeeds, for 
they elect some men to represent them who are too 
illiterate to ascertain whether the surveyor’s esti­ 
mates are correct or not. The most 
ILLITEBATB COUNCILMEN, 
however, might have sense enough to employ 
surveyors thoroughly capable of making such esti 
mates; nevertbeless they still employ 
whose calculations were so inaccurate in the Thlr- 
the man 
tccnth street matter. It is not too much to say 
that many citizens are far from attributing these 
miscalculations to ignorance merely. 
Anotner source of the Increased weight of taxa­ 
tion lies in the excessive expenditures made by 
the other departments of the city government. It 
is true that during the present year decided re­ 
forms have taken place in tbe Board of Water 
Commissioners and in the Board of Education, 
though there is stUI room for better changes. It 
may well be asked if the Legislature cannot afford 
a remedy for 
those 
evils, 
but there, too, 
ITom 
year to year, 
the people of 
Hobo­ 
ken have sought relief in 
vuin. 
Hoboken 
boasts itself a democratic city, and elects some 
democratic politician to the Btate Assembly. Demo­ 
cratic repeaters lend a helping hand, and some per­ 
sons are uncharitable enough to say that “the 
counting out” process is resorted to. 
Last year a 
democratic politician was elected by a small ma­ 
jority, and the taxpayers were premised many re­ 
forms. That portion of Hoboken above Mixth street 
and east of Hudson street is worth 
TEN MILLIONS OF DOLLARS, 
and had been formerly detached from Hoboken in 
ihc Interest of the Land Improvement Company. 
The new Assemblyman was to have an act passed 
reattaching said land to Hoboken, so that the above 
named company should bear a share of the Hoboken 
taxes. The enormous sum of $30,000 was being paid 
annually by Hoboken for official printing, and this 
flagrant wrong was to bo redressed. Tune passed 
on, and during the whole session of the Legislature 
not a bill was Introduced to bring back to the city 
the estate of the Land Improvement Company, and 
the printing abuse remained substantially un­ 
checked. In addition to the loss sustained by Ho­ 
boken from the non-lntroduction of those bills an 
act was passed increasing tbe salaries of the city 
officials lorty, sixty and loo per cent. Those officials 
had already fought hard for office and were well 
satisfied with the pay they bad previously received. 
Another bill was introduced by which the whole 
city was saddled with the atlegcd 
FKAUDULENT EXPENSES 
incurred in improving Thirteenth street. The Com­ 
mon 
Council was authorized to issue 
bonds 
to pay, among t>ther debts, the «96,500 already 
mentioned. Luckily for the taxpayers, tbe »n- 
preme Court has “blocked that little game” of the 
politicians. Yet another blU was Introduced whose 
object was to invest the Tax Commissioners of 
Hoboken with the most arbitrary powers, which, 
if exercised, must prove ruinous to those persons 
who own propertIT bordering on the puollc square 
at Garden street. TlUs bill authorizes tbe Tax Com­ 
missioners to assess property for the Improvement 
of said square “lu proportion to the beneflt received 
thereby.” Thus the Assessor and Commissioners 
are left to decide what property shall be assessed 
and to what degree it snail be taxed. An avenue 
to fraud Is thus opened for tho assessors. True it 
is tills Injustice sbuil never be successful, for tbe 
oppressed cltuciis interested therein are not now 
In a mood to submit tamely to so gross an outrage. 
Moreover, ic is hoped tuat the assessment shall bo 
made equally on all tbe city property. 
Mayor 
Sclimersahl has already Informed the Herald 
representative that the latter would be 
THE ONLY JIST PLAN. 
An act was passed in 1869 authorizing tho im­ 
provement of said square at a cost of $4o,ooo, to lie 
levied equally on tho whole city, if tho voters 
should favor the improvement.

The Special Commission to the Indians of the 
fleservations and the Southern Plains, of which I 
wrote you on the 20th ultimo, remained at Fort 
BUI seven days collecting data for a report and 
preparing for tho grand council of the tribes, ad- 
vertlsed far and near by hurrying scouts and In­ 
dian runners, to take place on this historic spot 
on tho first day of the young moon. Professor 
Parish, the Senior Oommlsslonor, was down with 
fever, and consequently all tho labor of prepara­ 
tion fell to the lot o( his associate, Captain Alvord. 
I t was origlnaUy Intended, as 1 Informed you, to 
have the Council near Fort Cobb; but this site was 
«nally selected 
in 
deference, 1 presume, to 
tho 
wishes 
of 
some 
of 
the 
chiefs, 
who 
did not 
Uke 
to 
be 
too 
far 
away from 
the 
source of 
good 
thlngs-the 
Witchlta 
'Agency. All the reports received from tho scouts 
and runners sent out among the tribes Indicated 
th at there would be a large attendance. Represen­ 
tatives from the Klowas and Qua-ha-pas, the tribes 
the Commission was most anxious to meet, were at 
8111 negotiating for a ransom for the captives In 
their possession, and these promised most falth- 
ftally that Lone Wolf. Kicking Bird and the other 
distinguished statesmen of tho Staked Plains would 
lie early at the Couacll.

then, 
keelng that there was no Immediate prospect of a 
Cavoruble change In the condition of the unfortu- 
túnate Commissioner, left the fort and struck the 
Dortliem trail, fianking Medicine Bluff. The expe- 
aiUon oonsisted of Commissioner Alvord, Buffalo 
Captain (Interpreter Jones), Stillwell, the famous 
aeont; Mr. Charles H. Wilbur, of Syracuse, N. Y.; 
tw o Texans, on the lookont for stolen horses, and 
the HBRA1.D commissioner, 
all mounted 
and 
armed; Lieutenant Bunt, of tho Tenth cavalry, 
and twelve troopers, cooks and drivers and two 
wagons and an ambulance. The sun was pouring 
down his fiercest rays as we moved out on the 
prairie and struck the sandy track, miscalled a 
road, and when we halted at noon to imbibe a 
draught of muddy, brackish water at a gully we 
ticgaa toreaUaethe 
1 
OBLIOBTS OP PRAIRIE TRATELLIHO. 
' But we considered ourselves fortunate that the 
creeks and snlMes were nearly dry, though the 
water was abominable; for had It rained during 
the night for a few hours as It rains here—coming 
down “all of a heap'*—the creeks would have been 
Impaaaable for trains, ana, os Is frequently the 
case with unlucky travellers, we might bo detained 
for weeks. A thirty days’ vigil on the banks of a 
anuddy stream, waiting for the rushing water to 
ru n Itself down, would have tried our patience. 
It was agreed before wo started from tho fort 
th at we would camp for the night at Cache Creek, 
lirteeo miles distant, and accordingly we spread 
our blankets and corralled our horses there, 
intending at the first sign of dawn to begin 
the second part of tho Journey and complete the 
arty miles before four o’clock In the afternoon. 
The night was clear and cool, but few remained 
«wake to enjoy Its beauties. 1 was never more In­ 
different to “the music of the murmuring brooks’’ 
and the cheerful song of the lively mosquito. 
IVolvea howled encrsctTcally aU night, the smell of 
our toasted pork Inspiring tliem to unusual efforts; 
the mules answered, katydids and frogs Joined the 
Chorus, but the colored soldiers on picket were the 
only human audience of the concert. Wc were up 
and about before day snuffed out tho stars, and 
«Then the sou bogan to show his bright fingers on 
the edge of tho grassy horizon wc were mounted 
and away. At noon we halted In the dry bed of a 
gully, and under the shade of a mighty oak lunched 
t>n the best we hod. Then over an nnbroken 
IcTcl of prairie to rolling ground, and bottoms 
•Where the rich grass nearly reached our heads, 
over Insignificant creeks and fresh trails, we gal­ 
loped or walked our horses as the humor seized us, 
until at length the Wasbttaw lUver, muddy and 
brackish, appeared before us.

in time to partake of a good dinner, provided by 
friend lUcbarda, the agent. There were quite a 
number of Indians present—Comauclies, Caddoes, 
Witchltas, Delawares aud others-all, of course, 
mounted. It waa ration day, and all the em­ 
ployes of the agency were bnay minlsu-rlng to the 
w anu of the ever-hungry. Indofent but magnlflcent 
We did not remain long, but proceeded 
six milet further north.

and food dUtrlbuted ih the anxious braves, who 
from that time unUl the next pouncU the foUowlng 
year might do as they pleased lor all the rasoaUy 
agent knew or cared. 
Those ware the halcyon 
days of Lo, and he sighs now from his clout to hla 
distended noatrlia wnon he thinks of them. There 
had been so much talk about thia Oommlsslon and 
the wonderful things It was to do for the Indian 
that It somehow got abroad among the tribes that 
all the spare stock of horses, ponies and mules 
would be scarcely suillcleiit to carry away from the 
Witchlta to the plains the rich gifts of tho Ureat 
Father to his red children; so when the sun waa 
setting the Indians came In hundreds, and their 
stock In thousands covered the prairie for miles. 
ORAVB AND RKVBRBNO CillBFH, 
bedaubed with paint and plastered with mud, their 
dark liair fkllhag about their haughty but dirty 
faces, stalked into the camp. said ^’Howl” shook 
hands all around and squatted beside us. Behind 
them followed a long train of young men, squaws, 
half naked, and children, wholly so, and, of coarse, 
a string of snarling, crochety cor-doga. Chief», 
braves, squaws, children and dogs had a common 
want—beef and crackers. They had been foastiug 
all day at the Agency; but that was nothing. The 
oldest white inhabitant of the plaioscauuot remem­ 
ber ever having seen an Indian who, having 
dined, 
did 
not 
want 
to 
dine 
again. 
Captain 
Alvord 
gave 
them 
provender 
in 
abundance and they retired to dispose of It, but 
were back in time to gobble the better part of our 
supper. Lo has not the least Idea that his pre­ 
sence can under any clrcumsUnces be disagree­ 
able; perhaps If he had It would afford Mm amuse- 
ment to intrude himself where be Is nut wanted. 
On this occasion he crowded us In our tents uutll, 
atmospherically, they were worse than tho Black 
Hole of Calcutta. This was endurable to me, how­ 
ever, because It afforded an opportunity of elicit­ 
ing opinion, through the interpreter, concerning 
tho Council and on other matters. We were Joined

Is the high cockalorum of 200 State Plain Coman- 
ches or Quah-ah-das (anolice, sewers of buffalo 
skin). a band that affect the society of the Klowas 
and deal in Texan cattle and Mexican ammunition. 
He had not seen any representative of Ms Great 
Father these three years, and much was hoped 
from a quiet conversation with him. Presently, 
and while 1 was busy picking up these little bits of 
biography, the rear flap of the tent waa raised, and 
A BROAD, DABK, SAVAOE PACE 
filled the space. 
It was The Bear. He growled 
“How!” shook hands with Captain Alvord and tho 
Interpreters and awaited events. 
The gallant 
Captain begged Mm in plain language to accept the 
assurances of his most dtstingulshed consideration, 
and then asked bout the Kiowas. He Bear heant 
that they were buffalo hunting; that they had 
separated Into several bands, and It was hard to 
tell where they would stop or where they would 
turn up. 
Nobody liked this Information, more 
especially as a devilish smile played- round the 
chops of the Bear, and Ms dark eyes twinkled lust 
as if the Kiowa Joke was, like every New York 
public ball, the finest thing of the season. Clearly 
nothing could be done with the Klowas, In the way 
of conciliation, without a couple of good roglmonts 
of cavalry and a commander who could rough It 
with less than a dozen mule teams lull of per­ 
sonal baggage. 
DE BEAR AHD BIS FRIENDS. 
Mr. Bear lost no time tn “putting htmsolf right 
on the record” tn relerence to tiie Connell, lie 
was on his way back to Ms tribe, some of his cattle 
having been stolen during his absence. He did not 
say where he had been. As some of his young men 
volunteered the information that General McKen­ 
zie, with the Fourth Cavalry, some infantry and 
a couple of howitzers, was on the north fork of tho 
Ked lUver, and was interfering with the legitimate 
business of the Kiowas, and Indeed had gone so 
far as to shy grape and canister at them. It is quite 
possible that he was In a hurry to help bis red 
brethren. He was firm In his resolve not to attend 
the Council, and even refused to help himself to ra­ 
tions. Captain Alvord presented him with a knife, 
1 believe: It will come in handy In case he should 
meet with some sick straggler of McKenzie’s com­ 
mand. The canvas of the tent was shortly after lei 
down, the head of the Bear was withdrawn, and 
we saw It no more. 
BIO BOW ABSENT AND ACCOtTNTED FOR. 
Beverul of the Comanche chiefs expressed the 
opinion quite freely that the Klowas would not 
come In, nor the (jua-ha-pas cither, and gave 
their reasons tnerefor. lUg Bow, an inUuentlal 
Kiowa chief, waa not present at the Indian Coun 
cll at Fort Cobb on the 22d of August, but ho sent 
the Osagcs, trading 
pontes for ammunition. Information was received

Is It not a pity that, as the cook 
dcclsrcs, there Is not a suflicicnt quantity of 
canned fruit In the wagons to feed these interest­ 
ing gentlemen during the councllf 
INFLUENCE OF TUB KIOWAS. 
The Klowas are not the only outlaws by any 
means; but while they go unwhlpped of Justice 
tlielr example will, as it does now, draw the young 
men of the other nomadic tribes and many of those 
on the cdgo of civilization with them. Numeri­ 
cally weak, the Klowas are, In consequence of their 
lK)l«i, defiant altitude and constant hostility toward 
the whites and the government, the strongest tribe 
on the Plains. 
The Qua-hu-pas and other bands 
of the Comauches, the Osagcs and many of tho 
Cheyennes, are completely tn their powof, so that 
when it pleases them to make a raid they can com­ 
mand a large force. 
Lone Wolf Is the Grand 
Cyclops of these red Ku Klux, though Kicking 
Bird aud White Horse are running him hard up the 
Indian lanie.

Is the head 
chief. The baud is 260 strong, and, with tho ex­ 
ception of the few with the chief In this quarter, 
they are all with the Kiowas at the head of the 
Salt Fork of the Red River. Their particular line of 
business Is stealing cattle from the Texans and 
trading them off to the Mexicans tor money, am­ 
munition and whiskey. Tho trading place is be­ 
tween the head of the Brazos and the bead of the 
Mcuiellan Creek. One can of powder for one steer 
is the rate of exchange. The dugouts and cabins 
used by the Mexicans In this business were seen by 
the expedition under General Grierson both on 
the MoC’lellan and Mulberry creeks laat year, 
teventb, 
THE CORn-CnO-rnETH-E-CAB (BUFFALO EATERS). 
This band numbers 800, and Is commanded by 
Mow-way (Hand-shaker). These Indians are hos­ 
tile, and are likely to remain so. Mow-way Is here, 
but Is sullen and not Inclined to be petted. He has 
m the band two white prisoners, and he is greatly 
oifended because tho agent requested him to re­ 
turn them. 
BIX of the baud rode over to Fort Bill 
on the evening of tho 16th of June lost, went coolly 
Into the corral of the quarterm aster’s department 
an<l drove out and away flity-slx fine mules. They 
are now with the banii on the MoCiellan, and pro­ 
tected by the Klowas. Uncle Sam may whistle for 
bis mules. I really think that Captain Alvord 
ought to give Mow-way a diamond-eyed doll. 
TUB KIOWAS 
are nominally divided Into two bands. First, 
TUB qUAUADA KIOWAS, 
m having Joined the 
anches during Sheridan 
Big Bow, Whflo Horse, Er-Mopo and Woman’s 
Heart. They are hostile to a man and number 
about seven hundred. Second, 
TUB ACHATE OR COLD WEATHER KIOWAS, 
Of Whom Sataiita (now tn the Penitentiary with 
Big Tree, at Austin, Texas), Lone Woll and Kickmg 
Bird are tho chiefs. These last-named chiefs have 
teen friendly, or pretended to be, but they make 
no such pretence now. All the Klowas are hostile, 
and all are equally responsible for the murders 
and robberiea committed during the Sprln.qaud 
Bummer. Kicking Bird, of whom I had something 
to say in my last letter, though made cMef by (icu- 
erul Sherman when Satanta was sent to Jail, la not 
grateful. There Is too much evidence to prove his 
complicity In the cvll doings of his tribe. The baud 
numbers about five hundred. 
TUB 
AFACnBS 
arc affiliated with the Klowaa, and are controlled 
111 everything by them. They number 260. Tho 
head chief» are Pacer and Long Lock. The former 
la expected here In the morning. Pacer would be­ 
have hlm»eir, but he cannot. The Klowas hold the 
whip hand, 
aud “needs must when the de’ll 
drives.” Whatever he may say at the Council, 
and bo la cunning enough for tho occasion, his 
good conduct cannot be assured until the Klowas 
are well thrashed. 
TUK BLOODY WORK OF THESE INDIANS. 
Of the several operations of these worthies 
during 
the 
past 
year 
but 
a 
few can be 
mentioned. The outrages committed at Howard’s 
Wells were by Big Bow (Kiowa); at least It 
was so reported by the Comauches. 
The com­ 
paratively recent massacre of the Lee famlly.Jiear 
Fort Green, Texas, was done by White nurse 
¿ 
Kiowa), the sumo savage that captured the 
looslor family In the Spring of 1870. 
Frank Lee, 
an cmployé at Fort Sill, was murdered by a party 
of six or eight Indians, under a son or Satanta. 
The robbery of lai mulea from colonel Moore’s 
command—six companies of the Sixth Infantry— 
betweenX’amp Supply and Fort Dodge, Kansas, in 
July, was, Bay the Oomanches, committed by the 
Klowaa (six men aud one squaw). The Klowas 
acknowledge that sixteen of them recently killed a 
man near Pond Creek, Kanaas. The robbery at the 
Witchlta agency of William Shirley’s thirty-five 
mules, In June last, tho Klowas admit was their 
work. But while the Klowas boast of ttielr deeds 
of murder and robbery It Is certain that the otoer 
tribes aid them. It Is 
A JOINT STOCK ABRANGKMBHT, 
most profitable to tbosc engaged in it, and per­ 
fectly demoralizing to the semi-clvlliaed tribes. 
There can now be no doubt that all the depreda­ 
tions in Texas this year were committed by the 
bunds of Indians In camp on tho McClellan Creek 
and Salt Fork, as described and enumerated above. 
The aggregate numfior of souls foots up 2,000, and 
Includes the Klowas. all the Apaches and the ma­ 
jority of the ConianchoH, Including those who have 
heretofore regiilarljr drawn thetr supplies from the 
Fort sill aud (.'anaiflan agencies. In fact, the only 
Indians on these plains who have not participated 
Id raids, under the leadership of the Klowas, are 
the ArrapahaoB and Caddoes, and of these 1 may 
have opportunity to write hereafter. 
TUK rAT-’M-ON-TllK-BACK I’OLICT. 
Tlie anarchy In Texas, the sad condition of alTRlrs 
in .Southern Kansaa and here on the reservations 
and the plains, Is, as 1 stated In luy former letter, 
the natural result of the policy of the present ad­ 
ministration. II the inllltury had been left to deal 
with tho refractory Indians even tho Klowas would 
now be quiet and on the reservations; but the 
President yielded to the pressure of tho churches 
and we now see the conseqncnces. 
The pat-’m-on- 
er succeeded with warUke 
Tho Indian respects force, 
but has an utter contempt for argument. Wo may 
feed him until he Is satisfied (a most costly and 
doubtful experiment to undertake), build schools 
for Ms children and subscribe In his name for 
every religious publication, yet while 
ho 
la 
allowed to roam unounlshcd after the commission 
of murder and outrage, and Is snppliod with the 
necessaries of Ufe at tho expense of the govern­ 
ment, he will continue lo raid and levy war. 1 
know from the conversation of these red men with 
employes of the agency and the civilized Indians 
about that they tnoronghly understand the situa­ 
tion and are dutcrmluud to profit bv that knowl­ 
edge. 
THIS IS THE WILD INDIANS’ CARE. 
The United States govcruuient pays for their 
maintenance, for tiieir clothing and medical at­ 
tendance, and gives them aunulties and presents 
whether they are good or bad. Now, as murder Is

they rob even the government tho jiropcrty Is not 
retaken. On the contrary they stand a fair chance, 
if they happen to seize a person of wealth and hold 
him as a prisoner, to obtain a nice sum in ransom. 
In any case they add to their fame aud wealth, and 
are sure of getting their annuities and rations. 
The “tame” Indian has nothing to show for his 
good behavior but the commissary goods assured 
to the “wild” one. Can It bo wondered nt, then, 
that the logic of tnc Kiowa outweighs, in tho mind 
of the average “young man,” tao logic of the 
broad-brimmed man of peace i 
THE FIRST PEACE KXPKRIMEKT. 
Agent Leavenworth, the son of Colonel teaven- 
worth, after whom tho Kansas post I» called, was, 
I believe, the first who tried tho pat-’m on tho- 
back policy with Lo. Ho commenced hero with 
what lie considered the best and only way to deal 
with the Indians. They were always tomplaliilng 
of the presence of troops; he would have 
troops, hut would do everything himself.

ANOTDER CLERICAL SCANDAL. 


A . Maryland Clergyman Charged 
wltli gednctlon. 


Hie AUeged Victim a Colored Servent GÍP»_Her 
B to tjo ítb » Oironmrtanoeeof the 
Xakee Two Attempte at Ii^:litioide and 
Makee a Confimion lin d ar Oath. 


E lktoh. Md., Sept. 21,1872. 
Elkton le the coanty seat of Cecil county, one of the 
moat populous and wealtny counties of the Eastern 
Shore of this State. It contains abont two thonsand 
inhabitants, and Is a quiet, arlstocratlo town, num­ 
bering anrong Its people many of the ablest men In 
the State. It Is the home of Postmaster General 
CresweU and Ms brllUant rival, Alexander Evans, 
for many years a member of Congress, and several 
other gentlemen of considerable prominence In 
State and national polluos. Priding Itself upon Its 
quiet, aristocratic and moral citizenship, great care 
has always teen taken by the different religious de­ 
nominations in the selection of their ministers, 
and with the Presbyterian congregation especial 
care was taken to bring to their aid the very best 
talent that could be secured. They w ert always 
successful, and the consequence was a rich, flour­ 
ishing congregation, equal to any In the place in 
point of numbers and Influence. Several years ago 
REV. HENRY MATHEWS 
came here from Virginia to take charge of this 
congregation. Ho made a IRvorablo Impression 
upon our people from the-first, which eventually 
ripened Into a strong feeling of regard and affec­ 
tion for him by aU his own congregation and many 
outside of It. He was especially admired for his 
great purity of character. With the lady members 
of his congregation, and, In fact, of the whole place, 
he was regarded as Incapable of doing wrong, and 
the gentlemen were equally eulogistic of hla ster­ 
ling purity of thought and action. He had a wife 
who was regarded as a fitting companion for one 
so eminently good and able; but no offspring had 
been the result of their nnlon. 
Every year that Dr. Mathews ministered here 
the attachment for Mm grew stronger, until I 
doubt if there ever was a pastor so universally re­ 
garded with esteem by all classes. For nearly seven 
years he had been here, and life with him and his 
seemed one continued day of quiet contentment 
and happiness. 
HE RECEIVED A GOOD SALARY 
and was, outside of that, Independent In worldly 
goods, so ho was generally regarded as one 
of the happiest as 
weU 
as 
best of men. 
During his 
stay not 
a thing transpired to 
mar 
his 
relations 
with 
his 
congregation, 
and when in the early Spring of this year he 
suddenly annonnccd that he would sever his con­ 
nection with them at an early day blank astonish­ 
ment filled their countenances, and they looked 
from one to another for an explanation of hla rea­ 
sons for this 
UNEXFECTED AND IMMEDIATE DEPARTURE. 
He was entreated to reconsider Ms determin­ 
ation and remain, bnt he refused, and without any 
then apparent canse he began at once preparations 
for departure, and soon alter, amid the protesta­ 
tions and heartfelt desires of bis congregation, he 
left for Randallstown, Baltimore county, where ho 
became the pastor of a small congregation. With 
Ms new charge, as at Elkton, he was a great favor­ 
ite, and he was fast becoming endeared to them on 
account of Ms supposed purity of character as 
well as Ills general tone and ability. Everything, 
in fact, was going as well with him in his new as in 
his old home until Monday of tMs week, when the 
startling announcement fell like a thunderbolt 
among hla parishioners that he waa charged bv his 
colored servant girl with being 
THE FATHER OF HBK NEW-BORN BABE 
and with having had a criminal Intimacy with her 
for years. 
At nrst none who knew Mm listened 
to 
the story with the belief that it was true 
and many flocked to see the girl and child that 
they might Jndge of the truth of what she said. 
The young mother received them with great dlffl- 
donee, and In tears related the strange story of 
THE CLERGYMAN’S INTRIGUE 
With her. There also was the babe to bear evi­ 
dence of the fact that Its father was a white man, 
and many left tho sorrowftd scene with con­ 
fidence severely shaken In the clerical gentleman’s 
“purity of character.” 
THE BIMPI.R STORY OF THE GIRL 
is full Of Interest and, If It be true, presents a more 
remarkable case of clerical depravity than has ever 
before been presented to the public In this country, 
and, that it might be given os it came from the lips 
of the Injured girl herself, I caUed this morning to 
see her Just alter Mr. Mathews himself had been 
with his counsel to visit her. She is now staying 
at a relative’s near the town and it was there I 
saw her. She Is 
A VERY BRIGHT MULATTO GIRL, 
almost white, of neat, trim figure, and general 
comely appearance, and was well raised by one of 
the best families in the place. She was always 
noted for her qnlet, genteel manners and retiring 
disposition, and was well spoken of by all who 
knew her. When I first entered the neat little 
room of the colored man’s house she was up stairs 
with her babe. The old colored woman In attend­ 
ance called her and she soon responded, but 
seemed to speak of her misfortune reluctantly and 
with a goocf deal of lecling, aud as she told tho 
different scenes through which she paased with 
her clergyman friend her eyes flllerf with tears 
aud it waa with difficulty she spoke. 
GROWING INTIMACY. 
She said that three years and three months ago 
she went to live with Mr. Mathews, and was then a 
virtuous girl. That soon after she went there the 
clergyman began to take an Interest In her, and 
would come Into the kitchen and talk with her and 
teach her to read and write. She In return served 
him faithfully and soon became warmly attached to 
him and his family. For a long time they dwelt to­ 
gether In virtuous happiness, she following his 
teachings, both spiritual and mental. One day. 
some year or more ago, while they were both in 
the kitchen, after a short term of mstructlou, she 
declares herself to have been tho subject of his 
ardent careases and finally 
THE THE VICTIM OF UIS PASSION, 
and that from that time she waa his partner in las­ 
civious cohabitation until some months ago, when 
the legitimate wages of such sin came to her in 
full lorcc and effect and aroused him from his 
dream of licentious happiness to the fact that un­ 
less something was done to hide irom the world 
the fortlicomlng fruits of his criminality ho would 
soon be held up to tho merited scorn oi tho good 
and blameless In life among whom ho had been 
such an honored teacher. 
"THOU SHALT NOT COMMIT ADULTERY,” 
was written over against the wall before him, and 
In the agony of his lieart he began to search about 
for some place to which to “flee from the wrath to 
come." He naturally turned to his partner, she who 
was to Dear the child that was the fruits of his crime, 
to know how to avert the consequences. She avers 
that he counseled with her as to what was best to 
be done. Several plans were bit upon, but none of 
them seemed to promise success, aud neither of 
them seemed willing to add lo the crime already 
committed 
THE GREATER CRIME OF MURDER. 
BO the project of leaving Elkton was agreed upon 
between them, aud tlins is bud a solution of 
the enigma of hU sudden departure. She alleges 
that it was decided that ü they left she shonid go 
with thorn, and when near the time of her confine­ 
ment she could leave Ms house ostensibly to go to 
her home In Klkton, and that he would then take 
her to Usltlniore, where money would hush tho 
voice of indignant Inquiry, and she could give birth 
to tho child without (car of Injuring 
Ills THEN UNBLKMIMIIED PUBLIC HIPUTATION, 
M ben they left Elkton Marla Salsbury went with 
tho niiin who was, as she Hllcges, the lather to her 
coming child to bla new home among strangers. 
There, of course, no one knew her or noticed her; 
and, even had they noticed her condition, It would 
have given rise to no comment, as the general law 
of sodety still acquiesces In the old slave rule, that 
all colored females, married or single, are the right­ 
ful property of the male» for the aatUfactiou of their 
lustful passions. Home four weeks ago he took Marla 
to Baltltuoie, in accordance with their understand­ 
ing, all at home believing thut she was coming on a 
visit to Elkton. When In lialtlnioro they had the 
final conference, when, she states, It was agreed 
that ho would take her to the house of a colored 
family, give her money axd leave her, and that 
WHEN THE ClllLU WA» BORN 
and she well enough to go out she should take the 
child and leave It upon some doorstep, and thuu 
Uke the train tor Elkton, staying a while at home, 
and then return to his house, and by that time the 
child would be well In a fouDdllng asylum aud the 
evidences of their crImlDalliy hid forever. 
Three weeks ago yesterday Marla gave birth to a 
female child, and until last Monday the mother re­ 
mained in Baltimore In the endeavor to carry out 
the programme i^ e e d upon; but being young and 
Inex- perienced she failed to dUpooe of her Illegiti­ 
mate oflniprlog upon a doorstep, and baffled, sick at 
heart and weak la bodUy strength, and nearly oat

Mathews, it is true;” and during all the talk he and 
the attorneys had with her she did not flinch from 
her first declaration. When I saw her the day alter 
she said to me, “Is it not too bad that Mr. Mathews 
denies it after all I have suffered ?
